paxvitie, III., Oct. 26.—[Special.]—Maj. 
McKinley, R. C. Kerens, Mrs. McKinley, Capt. 
Heistand of the United States Army and wife, 
Col. Schuarte, Capt. Thomas McSheehy, a 
capital speaker from Fremont, O., United 
States Marshal Hitch, and the remainder of 
the party left St. Lonis in carriages at 8 
o'clock this morning and drove over the 
bridge to East St. Louis. There the party en- 

gered Mr. Kerens’ private car, The 
Gladys” of the Cotton Belt road. 
A Wabash engine was attached. 
Mr. Kerens and Chairman Bothwell of the 
Missouri committee bade all good-by and 
the train was off. Bothwell made a leap while 
the engine was going twenty miles an hour 
god seemed to be badly shaken up. The tram 
pan so fast it did not seem to be on the rails at 

The needle on the indicator in the pri- 
gate car danced between sixty-eight and sev- 
pnty miles all the way up to Litchtield. The 
Aifty miles between East St. Louis and Litch- 
field were covered in about an hour. 

What a crowd was there to be seen. More 
girl States and Territories, Coiumbias, and 
star spangled banners than Litchfield has ever 
mown. The Governor and his party were es- 
eorted to carriages and driven into the town, 
where six or seven acres of people awaited his 
coming with flags and arches over the streets 
festooned with patriotic colors. He had a 
most enthusiastic reception. In the twenty 
@inutes he talked he made a good many points 
on the tariff, currency, and repeal of the 
bank tax, to which he devoted his entire at- 
tention. 

He spoke of the necessity of protection for 
the benefits it brought the people and home 
industries. The Democrats, he said, were 

to return to stumptail money and the 
old State bank system, which flooded the 
country in the days beforé the war with coun- 
terfeit and valueless money. His speech was a 
great success and the crowd cheered itself 
hoarse. As soon as possible the Governor was 
conaucted back to the train, and away it went 
at a sixty-mile gait. 

Decatur was reached in an hour or a little 

more and at the depot was a temporary stand 
from which the speaking was to be made. 
Ex-Congressman Cannon, Attorney-General 
George Hunt, Thomas Worthington of Pitts- 
field, and delegations from Decatur and Dan- 
ville had joined the party at Litchfield.’ The 
Decatur meeting was as great a success as 
that at Litchfield and a great crowd had as- 
sembled at the depot and for ten minutes the 
Governor defined the position and policy of 
the Republican party on protection and the 
currency. Here he spent nearly all his time 
in giving the Democrats a good scoring for 
their plank on the State bank tax. Ex-Con- 
gressman Cannon followed in a fifteen minute 
speech and amidst the greatest cheering and 
enthusiasm the train was off fur Danville.

It was 2 o’clock and 40 minutes when the 
train came to a standstill at the Danville de- 
pot. A battery was firing away and an acre or 
two of people sent up an awfulroar.

McKinley was ina car- 
riage speeding away to Ellsworth Park, where 
the speaking was to be had. The crowd was 
an exceedingly large one and would apparent- 
ly cover a twenty-acre lot.

For British Free Trade. 

The Democratic platform makes another decla- 
ration for British free trade. No party was ever 
so brave before. Mr. Democrat, do you say you 
are not for free trade? Then you are not a Demo- 
crat this year. [Laughter.] You say you are for 
a tariff for revenue only. That is the way En- 
gland raises $100,000,000 every twelve months. 
[The speaker illustrated the difference between a 
protective tariff and a tariff for revenue only by 
taking a pitcher from the table.] There is 55 per 


to put it there, and I make no apology to any- 
body at home or abroad for doing it. Every 
dollar's worth of these goods coming from 
Europe puts 55 cents in Uncle Sam’s Treas- 
ury. Every $100 worth $55; every $1,000 
worth $550. But it is levied not alone for the rev- 
enue. It is to encourage our own home factories. 
Today we manufacture 60 per cent of those goods 


less than ever before. If we levy it for rev- 
enue alone, 55 per cent is too high, because that 
discourages foreign importation. Mr. Stevenson 
said in his Bloommaton speech that 20 per cent is 
sufficient for revenue. Yes, for revenue only. But 
put it at that and shipload after ship- 
load comes over. We raise more revenue at 
20 per cent than 50 per cent, but with the result 
that you put more money in the Treasury, but you 
put out the furnace fires in this country. 

I wish you could all study the tariff act of 1846, 
which put out the fires the Whig tariff of 1842 had 
lighted. I wish you could read Webster’s speech 
in Fanenil Hall, Boston, in 1348, Fillmore’s mes- 
sage of 1852, and Buchanan’s of 1855. You would 
rise from that reading a protectionist. 


Gives Us a Foreign Market, 


But they say it keeps us out a foreign market. 
The tariff law of 1890 has been in operation two 
years. We never had such a foreign trade as the 
last twelve months. The European trade balance 
in our favor was $230,000,000 in gold. We've got it 
and they have not. 

Gov. McKinley used the argument in his 
treatment of the constitutionality of the tariff, 
showing how the men who made the Constitu- 
tion Viewed it, and said: 

It violates but one constitution—that of the 
Confederate States—and that was shot to death 
by the Union soldiers. But they say we can’t 
make tin in this country. We've got thirty-one 
establishments at it. They said we couldn't 
make steel rails. glass, silk, china, watches, but 
we do. Every American watch is ticking out the 
tune of Hail Columbia.“ [Laughter and ap- 
plause]. Why, 97 per cent of sheet tin is sheet 
steel, and we've been making that for years. I 
have seen them making American tin in a dozen 
places. But they say we want free raw materials. 
We never had anything but raw materials under 
Democratic rule. [Laughter]. The rawest of raw 
materials in our mountains and hills slept the 
sleep of death. Protection has developed them 
But again the) say protection hurts the farmer, 
You wouldn't know if they didn’t tell you. 
{ Laughter. } 
Needs of the Farmer. 

What does the farmerwant? First, good crops; 
The nearer the 
farmer gets to the markets the better his prices. 

What you want is men who eat and do not pro- 
duce. The farmers and planters who made our 
first tariff bill understood this. They said we 
have land enough; what we want is factories. 

And they said so distinctly. Supposing free 
trade or tariff for revenue comes to this country 
what is the inevitable result? Either wages must 
go down or the industries must shut down. Sup- 
pose the wages of the workingman are reduced 
one half, his capacity to buy your bread and 

meat is decreased one half. Suppose the indus- 

tries are broken down. The laborer goes to the 

soil, and when he raises his own bread and meat 

he don’t eat yours. Heis your consumer today; 

he may be your competitor tomorrow. If it 

were put to a vote whether you 

would have another farm or a factory 

by the side of your farm you would vote for the 

factory. Even were youa Democrat. [Cries of 

That's so.] Protection duilds up home mar- 

kets. We consume 92 per cent of what we raise. 

The 8 percent goes abroad. We are looking after. 
the 92 per cent, the Democrats are looking after 
the 8 per cent. [Laughter.] What a wonderful 

people. we are. Only 5 per cent of the world's 

population, yet weconsume 20 per cent of all the 

cotton, 22 per cent of all the wool, 

2 per cent of all the sugar and 

coffee, 30 per cent of all the iron 

and steel, and 50 per cent of all the tin of the 

world’s entire product. Yet the Democrats pro- 

pose to share this splendid market with the for- 

eigner, though the Federal arm is not long 

enough to reach him and make him pay a part of 

our burdens.

GOV. FIFER SPEAKS AT LA SALLE, 


He Discusses the Issues Before an Enthu- 
siastic Crowd. 

La Sal, III., Oct. 26.—[Special,]—Gov. 
Fifer was greeted by a vast crowd when he ap- 
peared at the opera-house tonight.’ He was 
heartily cheered as he arose to speak. He 
discussed the State issues, especially the 
school question and the convict labor prob- 
lem, and continued as follows; 

The people ought to, and I * they will, in- 
telligently discriminate between the voice of the 
demagogue desperately anxious for votes, and 
characterless enough to falsely report and mis- 
represent facts, and the open actions and public 
writings of one who has at least tried to do his 
duty to obtain them. I am willing to trust my- 
self to the honest judgment of the intelligent 
voters of the State, and have no doubts of the re- 
sult. It is a time for all good men, loyal to the 
State and its magnificent institutions, to do their 
duty, not as narrow partisans, but as patriotic, 
home-loving, God-fearing citizens. There is more 
at stake than the mere choice of a Chief Executive 
between two candidates, and I have no doubt that 
the gravity of the situation is fully realized by 
everybody. The tremendous registration in Chi- 
cag> is an index of the fealing of the people, who 
in great emergencies can aways be trusted. They 
seldom make a mistake, and Iam unwilling to 
believe they will do so on election day. 

Gov. Fifer closed by warning the audience 
to beware of tricks and subterfuges election 
day, and reminded them that the hour for 
closing the polis was 5 o’clock in the country 
and 4 in Chicago.

ALDRICH WILL ACT. 


UNNECESSARY STREET OBSTRUO- 
TIONS TO BE REMOVED. 


The Hartford Building Must Not Occupy 
So Much Space and the Fence Around 
Marshall Field’s Structure at Wabash 
Avenue and Washington Street Must 
Be Moved In- A Vigorous. Inspection 
of Other Properties Under Way—A 
Cinch Enjoyed by the Sign Companies. 

Commissioner of Public Works J. Frank 
Aldrich, Deputy Commissioner E. L. Kuhns, 
and Commissioner of Sidewalks Frank E. 
Hemstreet have put their heads together re- 
garding the question of street obstructions. 
Commissioner Hemstreet closed his desk yes- 
terday afternoon and started out on a tour of 
inspection. He made a partial report to E. L. 
Kuhns at 3 p. m., and at 4 o’clock Messrs, 
Kuhns and Hemstreet started out together to 
investigate further. Their object is to make 
a thorough inspection of all the fences around 
the big buildmgs in course of erection, sift 
all the complaints, hear what the contractors 
huve to say, find out what necessities there 
are for fences, and learn what useis being 
made of the ground inclosed. 

Commissioner Aldrich says that he is thor- 
oughly aroused on the subject and that some- 
thing will be done at once. He is heartily 
glad that Taz Trisuns is stirring up public 
opicion. He says that under the ordinances 
he has full power to remove every fence in the 
street within six hours, and the only question 
isto what extent it will be safe to remove 
them and protect human life. 

Such a shaking up as Tun Trisvunz is giv- 
ing the contractors, sign men, and this depart- 
ment as well, is a first-rate thing,” said Mr. 
Kuhns yesterday. We need it. We are 
obliged. to rely on the reports of our in- 
spectors, who are not infallible and are often 
careless and negligent in discharging their 
duty in holding contractors to the law. When 
we find such cases of negligence we want to 
discharge the inspectors and get others who 
will do their duty. It makes no difference 
who the man is. If he does not look after the 
fences properly he must go. 

“The matter involves the most serious of 
questions and it is often extremely difficult to 
determine what 1s just to contractors and the 
public, but no labor will be spared to make 
these fences serve their lawful purpose—to 
protect human life. It was never the inten- 
tion to create storage grounds for building 
material, That is unlawful. And where un- 
necessary fences are standing they will be or- 
dered down six hours after it is decided that 
they are not needed. 

While Mr. Kuhns was speaking Mr. Hem-

born and Madison streets. 
No Excuse for the Hartford. 


“T find,” said Mr. Hemstreet, that there 
is no excuse for the space occupied behind the 
fence on Madison street for storing iron. The 
material is stacked up there ten feet high and 
it must come down. The fence can be moved 
in even with the curbstone. The wagons can 
drive in and unload materia] on the Dearborn 
street side. There is no excuse for the fences 
being out so far on both sides. Most of the 
work can be done inside the building. The 
contractor has no mght to cut stone on the 
street. The permit issued to him to use the 
street for building purposes distinctly states 
that stone cutting or stone dressing 
on the street is peremptorily prohibited. He 
has been violating his permit. I see no reason 
why the stone should not be hoisted inside the 
building. It would be more expensive. Of 
course, we must take it into consideration that 
the contractor made his contract on the basis 
that he could do it in the cheapest way and we 
can’t urge any ex-post facto rule and force him 
to do the hoisting inside, unless it is practical. 
But if he can’t show that it is impracticable, 
he must hoist his stone from the inside. Any- 
how the fence must be removed or moved in 
on one side. The stone cutting must be 
stopped at ne. 

The statement that the stone cannot be 
cut in the yards is all bosh, interrupted Mr. 
Kuhns. Hereafter these . contractors must 
understand that no stone cutting or storage of 
hugh piles of materialon the streets will be 
tolerated. They are hereby notified, and there 
is no loop hole to crawl out of. They must 
obey. We are crowded with the volume of 
business in this office from daylight to dark, 
but this matter must be cleared up, if every- 
thing else stands still. Our plan is to grant 
the contractors all the space necessary while 
working on the foundations and first stories 
and then make them gradually move the 
fences nearer the building. When work is 
temporarily suspended the sidewalk must be 
opened for public use. There is too much 
space inclosed around Marshall Field’s build- 
ing at Wabash avenue and Washington street. 
The fence must be moved in.”’ 

Mr. Hemstreet reported that the two big 
buildings going up in the vicinity of Dearborn 
and Van Buren streets were being fenced in 
and that the boards would be put as near the 
building as safety would allow. No material 
was being stored on the street. The inspector 
at Marshall Field’s building was forcing the 
work inside preparatory to taking the fence 
down. 

We can’t make arbitrary rules either,” 
said Mr. Hemstreet. What will be space 
enough for one building would not be enough 
for another. It is the business of the inspec- 
tor at each building to keep watch of things 
and see that the fence is mioved in so far as 
safety will permit. There certainly is some 
dilatoriness on that score.“ 

Neil Weir, No. 213 Randolph street, said: 


Waiting to Lay a Sidewalk. 


J want te call the Commissioner's atten- 
tion to the fence at Randolph street and Fifth 
Mr. Hemstreet acknowledges that 
the only excuse for keeping the fence up on 
the Randolph street side is that the contractor 
is waiting to lay a sidewalk. He has been 
waiting for several weeks, and on behalf of 
the property-owners on Randolph street I beg 
the Commussioner of Public Works to see that 
the law is carried out, and that the fence be 
taken down till the contractor begins laying 
the walk.“ 

Elias F. Gobel, the contractor for the Hart- 
ford Deposit Building, could not be found yes- 
terday. Speaking for Lim his clerk said: 

Mr. Gobel is not only willing but anxious 
to remove the fence. He was ordered to put 
it up by the city. If the danger to life and 
limb is over the fence will be taken down. It 
rests with the Commissioner of Public Works 
to say what shall be done.“ 

As a result of Tue Trrsune’s efforts the 
ends of the fence on Madison street in front 
of the Hartford Building were opened yester- 
day afternoon. The public passed through 
and no one was injured. During the after- 
noon carpenters for an advertising sign com- 
pany came to prop the fence up. It was 
getting shaky and liable to fall down and in- 
jure some one. The fact was developed that 
it is the advertising sign men who manipulate 
the fences. When the city wants the fences 
removed the advertising sign company has to 
be notified. 

J. E. Williams, Superintendent of Con- 
struction for the advertising sign concern that 
maintains the fence at Dearborn and Madison 
streets, was asked if his company could not 
collect damages of the building contractor in 
case the fence was taken down before the 
duilding was completed. 

** Certainly, he answered. Our contract 
with the contractor says that our sigus shall 
stand till the building is done. That means 
practically till the glass is in or the tenants 
located in the building in other words, about 
one year, We see that the fence is kept up 


and the contractor is liable if our right is 
taken away.“ ; . | 

“The city does not order the fence re- 
moved till you are notified?” 

„ Certainly not. 

Provisions for Bullding Permits. 

The permit to use streets for building pur- 
poses issued by the Bureau of Streets of the 
Department of Public Works s as follows: 

The said street in front of said premises shall at 
all times be kept free from obstacles to safe and 
convenient public travel. One-third of the street 
may be used unless occupied by street railway, 
and then but eight feet from curb line. 

The party to whom this permit is granted shall 
construct and maintain, or cause to be construct- 
ed and maintained, at hisown expense, during 
the whole time for which the same is granted, a 
good and substantial sidewalk next to and ad- 
joining the curb line, not less than four feet wide, 
said sidewalk to be provided with a suitable and 
substantial hand-rail, not less than three feet 
high, along the inner edge of said walk. 

Stone-catting or stone-dressing on the street is 
hereby prohibited. : 

No dirt, rubbish, or débris of any kind shall be 
deposited on the street, except for immediate re- 
mov 5 
Posts, for attaching guy ropes for derricks or 
other purposes in connection with said building 
operations, may be erected at either curb line of 
the street, within .the fromtage limits of said 
premises. Said posts shall be ample in strength 
and of suitable material: provided. however, said 
poste shall be not less that eight inches square, 
sixteen feet long, and set at least four feet in the 
ground. Said guy ropes attached to said posts 
shall be maintained in such position that no part 
thereof shall be within twelve feet of the surface 
of the strest. 

All excavations or other dangerous places exist- 
ing on account of said building operations shall 
be securely barricaded through the day and red 
signal lights shall be displayed at night; the 
same precaution shall be taken to guard against 
accident from stone, lumber, or any other material 
deposited on the street. 

At tbe expiration of the time for which this 
permit is issued all dirt, rubbish, or other débris 
arising from the building material., also guy posts, 
derricks, etc., shall be removed from the front of 
said premises and the street left in as good condi- 
tion as found at commencement of work. 

This permit 1s issued conditional that all ma- 
terial and obstructions shall be removed from 
street within six hours after notice is served. 

The party to whom this permit is issued takes 
and accepts this permit subject. to these condi- 
tions and all liabilities, terms, and conditions of 
a bond given for the purpose of obtaining this 
permit. 

The foregoing requirements and all orders or 
ordinances of the city bearing upon this subject 
shall be performed to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioner of Public Works, who reserves the 
right to revoke this permit for any violation of or 
neglect to observe the. conditions herein vre- 
scribed, and the party to whom this permit is 
issued hereby expressly agrees that the expense 
due to any failure on his part to conform to the 
requirements of said permit shall be paid out of 
any money deposited in advance for such pur- 
poses, and that the balance, if any, shall, upon 
the return and cancellation of this permit. be re- 


funded by the Commissioner of Public Works, 


May Hear from the Mayor. 

The special Council committee appointed to 
revise the building ordmance may receive a 
curt reminder from Mayor Washburne Mon- 
day. The Mayor advised the appointment of 
the committee last spring, but after numerous 
meetings the committee adjourned for the 
summer without preparing a definite report. 
Since the summer vacation but one meeting 
has been held and Mayor Washburne is said to 
be considering the plan of sending a méssage 
to the Council asking the committee to cut 
short its dilatory proceedings.

At 1:30 o’clock this afternoon a slight blaze 
was discovered in the cellar of the establish- 
ment named.

A 
number of the hremen rushed into the build- 
ing and eleven of them hurried to the cellar. It 
was not long until the fire was under control, 
and then the firemen who had gone into the 
cellar were sought for. Repeated calls 
failed to bring a reply. A search 
was commenced and the eleven were found 
apparently dead. The work of rescue was 
then begun, but before the men had all been 
gotten out, ten others, including Chiefs Steele 
and Coates and Inspector of Police McKelvy, 
were overcome and a second rescuing party 
was required to save them. Price, Croco. and 
Parke were revived with difficulty. Their 
condition tonight 1s regarded as serious. 

The damage to the property was about 
$5,000, fully covered by insurance in the 
Girard company of Philadelphia. 

Ricumonp, Va., Oct. 26.—[Special. ]—Ford’s 
Hotel was discovered to be on fire at 11 o’clock 
tonight, and in a few minutes the flames broke 
through the roof over the kitchen department, 
lighting up the entire city. A panic ensued. 
Mrs. John Power of Richmond was overcome 
by smoke as she rushed out into the hallway 
on the fourth floor.

GAS COSTS SIX LIVES. 


EOOENTRICITIES OF THE SUPPLY 
FURNISHED IN HYDE PARK. 


Patrons Left in Darkness Without a Mo- 
ment’s Warning —The Danger of the 
Practice of Shutting Off the Gas With- 
out Notice Pointed Out by Dr. Dodds 
One of the Sufferers—Remarkable Rec- 
ord of Deaths by Asphyxiation in the 
Afflicted District. 


Six lives have been lost by asphyxiation in 
Hyde Park since last Friday. Curtis Goddard 
and John F. Giasnier are the latest victims. 
They were found dead in their beds yesterday 
moruing at Lioyd L. Janes’ home, No. 401 
Forty-sixth street. Mr. Janes does not hesi- 
tate to charge their death to the negligence of 
the Mutual Fuel Gas company, and 
his testimony at the inquest today may start 
an inquiry into the direct causes that led to 
the loss of the other four lives. 

For the last three or four days,” said Mr. 
Janes last night, the supply of gas has been 
so weak that several times the flickering flame 
has gone right out. Tuesday night was the 
worst of all, The boys, both of whom were 
well educated, intelligent, and sober went to 
bed about 11 o’clock. They had been in the 
habit of taking a lamp to their room with 
them, because the gas was not strong 
enough to furnish light, and they did so that 
night. I suppose they turned the cock to see 
if the gas would burn, found it would 
not, then lit the lamp, and for. 
got to close the burner. The gas 
is practically odorless, and even if it 
did start to flow before they went tosleep they 
would hardly have noticed it. 

“IT got up an hour late this morning and 


| when I awoke it was with a feeling as if I was 


almost suffocated. When the boys did not 


appear at the breakfast table I broke open 


the room and found them dead. The room 
was filled with the gas. 

While the police were busy with these cases 
an inquest was in progress at Rolston’s 
Morgue on Thomas Cole. and. his wife, the 
victims of a similar accident last Friday at 
No, 4259 Cottage Grove avenue. The jurymen 
read a verdict of accidental death. 

Later in the day it was discovered that A. 
B. Collin and wife had been asphyxiated last 
Monday night. They lived in a basement at 
No. 4021 Cottage Grove avenue. They were 
found in their bed yesterday about 
1:30 o’clock, and the bodies were conveyed to 
Rolston’s morgue, where an inquest will be 
held this morning. From the appearance of 
the bodies when found they had been dead 
since Monday night. Zhe basement was 
completely filled with gas, although there 
was no odor on the floor above. The gas is 
turned on or off by means of achain. When 
the chain is pulled five jets are opened. The 
gas was only vartiy shut off and it was es- 
caping from all five jets, 


‘Shut Off Without Warning. 


Last night, without any warning, the gas 
supplied by the Mutual Fuel Gas company 
was shut off shortly after II o’clock. As soon 
as the surprised people could find their way to 
telephones they called up the gas company 
works, but could get no satisfactory answer 
as to the cause of the sudden cessation of the 
supply. Dr. Dodds was one of these, and a 
few minutes later he called up Tus TAU 
office and, after telling his story, said: 

I want to say that this practice is not only 
annoying, but dangerous in the extreme. In 
a house where a dozen jets were burning cne 
is apt to overlook one of them while stum- 
bling around in the dark to turn off the burn- 
ers, and if the jet be in a bedrobm the conse- 
quences are apt to be serious. A great many 
cases of asphyxiation are attributable to such 
causes, and if there is any danger of a recur- 
rence of tonight’s experience the peopleshould 
be warned to exercise the utmost care, for a 
jet left burning when a family retires may 
cause several deaths. It is dangerous busi- 
ness. 93 

Curtis Goddard and John F. Glasnier, whose 
dead bodies were discovered yesterday morn- 
ing, would, it seems, know the functions of a 
gas burner. The former has been in Chicago 
since July 6, coming here from Terre Haute, 
Ind. Glasnier had lived in St. Louis fora 
number of years. 

Short of Gas Tuesday. 


But Tuesday night, according to the test- 
mony of people who suffered, the supply of 
gas, even near the works, Seventy-third street 
and South Chicago avenue, was so inadequate 
that it was barely possible to see by the flick- 
ering flame it kept burning. The young men 
died at No. 401 Forty-sixth street, nearly three 
miles from the works. 

The gas company’s office, No. 4136 Cottage 
Grove avenue, was thronged yesterday with 
patrons, who lodged complaints couched in 
most emphatic language. The most signifi- 


| cant kick was that it has been an almost 


utter impossibility to see by the light until far 
into the night, when half or two-thirds of the 
consumers had shut off their burners, Then 
the supply came on with a rush, and in cases 
where a jet had hardly been burning a big 
flame would shoot up. 

The situation last night when the light 


failed was a serious one in several places. The 


police station was filled with indignant citizens 
who wanted to know what had happened. The 
telephone to the company’s works was in active 
use for the first few minutes, but the man who 
answered it soon got tired and refused to an- 
swer. He however told one inquirer that 
they had accidentally shut off the wrong 
meter, but would enter into no further ex- 
planation. 
A Druggist’s Experience. 

O. J. Walker, druggist, at Fifty-fifth street 
and Jefferson avenue, said: Tonight is the 
first time our gas supply failed entirely, but 
for the last three or four days it has been very 
poor, the lights at times going almost out. 
For the last two or three months there have 
been times at which the pressure was ex- 
tremely weak. We had no warning that the 
gas was to be cut off tonight.” 

The kicking Hyde-Parkers complain not 
only of the light supply, but those who 
depend on the fuel gas for heat say they have 
caught serious colds because of the company’s 
failure to keep the mains under proper pres- 
sure. They have talked of damage 
suits and their recent threats have 
been so vehement that the officers 
of the company circulated an explanation. 
setting forth that the imperfections are due 
to a demand exceeding our present capacity to 
supply. 

„The inferior quality of the light during the 
hours of largest consumption is due entirely 
to low pressure, a deficiency which we will 
permanently remedy very soon.” 

More “ Explanations.” 


The explanation goes on to say that the 
company had contracted for a quadrupling of 


their generating plant, for laymg more and 


larger mains, and for the continuation of a 
million-foot. steel holder and tank to have 
been built by the Carnegie Works at Home- 
stead, Pa., but that the protracted strike there 
is the cause of the delay. 

„% How many days, weeks, or months until 
it will be done? was asked of the secretary of 
the company. 

O, I should say it will be about four to six 
weeks. It is no small job this thing of put- 
ting up a gas receiver with a capacity of a

read the history of that day that immediately 
upon the enactment and the going into force of 
that law industries in this country were started, 
prosperity came, the poverty from which we were 
suffering was dissipated. The government had 
money to meet its running expenses, and at 
once gained a good credit as a government among 
the nations of the earth. It was cuntinuous pros- 
perity until the free trade idea again became up- 
permost in 1516 and struck down that first pro- 
tective tariff legislation, and then we returned at 
once to the same condition of poverty, bank- 
ruptcy, and business stagnation. and that contin- 
ved until 1824, when we again to extricate our- 
selves from that condition resorted to protection 
and at once prosperity came again. That period 
continued until 1532, and here is the testimony of 
Andrew Jackson as tothe result of it upon this 
country. In his message to Congress in 1832 he 
says: 

Our country presents on every side marks of 
prosperity and happiness unequaled, perhaps, in 
any other portion of the world.” 

Notwithstanding such were the prosperous con- 
ditions of the country, Calhoun, who come info 
the leadership of the Democratie party at that 
time, in the interest of slavery again succeeded in 
fastening upon us free trade legislation. Com- 
mencing with the enactment of the free trade 
laws of 1833 an era of adversity set in such as the 
American people had never before known, even 
during the poverty-stricken times immediately 
after the Revolution. That period brought us to 
the ic of 1837.

We got out of that difficulty in 1840 by electing 
on a protective tariff — old Tippecanoe, 
the t Harrison [applause], and by returning to 
a protective tariff system in 1542.

At 
that time slavery was making a desperate effort 
to maintain itself, and in 1846 that element in 
national pulitics succeeded in again fastening 

free trade legislation, which 

until 1361, a period of 
fifteen years. It was the most em- 
phatic free trade period the American people had 
since the Constitution was adopted over which 
George Washington presided. Every Democrat 
who talked to you in behalf of the tariff will take 
occasion to tell you, as I tell you, that it was a 
typical free trade period.

It will be noted at a giance that the gains 
are proportionately larger in the Republican 
wards like the Third, Fourth, Tenth, Eleventh, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and 
Twentieth Wards of the old city than in the 
Democratic wards.

The new wards, from the Twenty-Fifth to 
the Thirty-Fourth, both included, were not 
portions of the city in 1888. The vote for the 
towns out of which they had been formed is 
given for that year: Lake 13,545, Hyde Park 
12,174, Lake View 6,866, Jefferson 1,820, By 
comparing the registration of this year with 
the registration of 1890 it will be noticed that 
the gains are largest in the new Republican 
wards, the Thirty-First, Thirty-Second, and 
Thirty-Fourth.

PLAIN INSTRUCTIONS FOR VOTERS, 


How Democrats Should Mark Their Bal- 
lots—Work to Be Done. 

Now that the work of registration has been 

practically completed, the attention of the 

Republican 


should be directed to the instruction of the 


voters in the matter of marking the Australian 


ballot so as to properly express their choice 
of candidates, and so as not to lose any votes. 
There are thousands of Democrats who wish 
to vote for some candidates on the Republican 
ticket and it may be vice versa in the case of 
some Republican voters. ; 

The Campaign committee is to be congratu- 
lated on the excellent work it has done in the 
matter of registration. The matter 
of ballot marking is quite as im- 
portant and deserves as much 
attention, Fac-simile ballots should be printed 
at once and distributed in large quantities in 
every precinct in the city and county. Com- 
petent men should be appointed to give in- 
structions in marking suth ballots in each 
precinct. The speakers, or at least one of 
them, at every meeting should explain to the 
assernbled voters how the ballot is to be 
marked. This business was well attended to 
by the Republican County Campaign com- 
mittee last year, and the result was favorable 
to the Republican county ticket, as few Re- 


.publican ballots were spoiled, and the value 


of only a few was impaired by improper 
marking. 

The instructions given last year as to the 
marking of ballots should be repeated this 
year with such modifications as may be neces- 
sary in view of the different make-up of the 
ticket this time. Judge Hawes, in a brief 
speech delivered before the Second Ward Re- 
publican club some weeks ago, gave ‘some in- 
structions as to the manner of voting a split 
ticket, which may be safely taken as a model 
on account of its clearness, brevity, and sim- 
plicity. In substance the instruction was as 
follows: 

To vote a split ticket put a cross (X) in the 
circle at the head of the Republican ticket, 
then cross (X) as many names on any other 
ticket as you wish to vote for, remembering 
that in votimg for Judges ot the Superior 
Court and Couaty Commissioners and Presi- 
dential Electors you must cross the dames of 
ail the candidates you wish to vote for, not 


} exceeding six Judges, ten County Commis- 


sioners, and twenty-four Presidential Elec- 
tors. A ballot so marked will be counted for 
all the candidates on any other ticket that 
you have crossed and for ail the candidates on 
your own party ticket save the candidates for 
Superior Judge, County Commissioner, and 
Presidential Elector whose names you have 
not crossed, . 

Of course the safest way is to put a 
cross (X) in the big circle over the Repub- 
lican ticket and hand your baliot to the judge. 
In that way you will vote the u hole Republic- 
an ticket. Many Democrats, however, will 
like to vote the county ticket or part or whole 
of the Republican on account of its ac- 
knowledged superiority. 

The instruction, briefly given as above, if 
followed, will guide the voter aright. 

The Election Commissioners have issued in- 
structions as to the manner of voting which 
are, as might be expected, involved, complex, 
and confusing, It would ve advisable for the 
Republican committee before issuing their in- 
structions to submit a draft of the same to 
Judge Hawes or some other good lawyer com- 
petent to pass upon them ; but the work should 
be attended to immediately.

They were arrested Tuesday 
night at the instigation of one of the judges who 
ha pvened to know that the men were giving fle- 
titious names. Kelly registered as ‘Terrence 
Kelly and Miller could give no place of residence. 
Their case was continued until this morning. 
Later in the day Daputy United States Marshal

Do they want to change to the 
free trade order of things, and thus cut the 
ground from under their own feet? If so they 
will vote for Cleveland, Altgeid, and the Dem- 
ocratic ticket.

It is in the line of improvement that should 
long since have been resolved upon, and ought 
now to be adopted. The ordinance provides 
that any person desiring to use any wheeled 
vehicle for traffic upon the streets in the City 
of Chicago shall first obtain a license there- 
for, and that the fee for such license shall be 
in proportion to the width of the tire and the 
maximnum load, including the wagon. The 
minimum fee is $1 for all vehicles, and this is 
all that is to be charged for wagons and trucks 
having tires of not less than 4½ inches, how- 
ever great the weight they bear. But for tires 
of 244 inches or less the cost of the license is 
$5 for one ton, and rises from that to $50 for 
four tons. For the latter weight on tires of 3 
and 3½ inches the fee is $30, and for 4 inches 
$10, smaller weights being charged for in pro- 
portion. 

The ordinance properly provides that the 
weight of the vehicle shall be counted in with 
that of the load, but is defective in not point- 
ing out some way in which it may be ascer- 
tained if the licensee tells the truth when he 
applies for the license, or if his employés load 
the vehicle beyond the specified weight with- 
out his knowledge. Supposing that he or they 
put a load of 1,500 or 2,000 pounds on wheels 
licensed to bear only half a ton. Who is to 
tell that the terms of the ordinance are being 
evaded, perhaps in hundreds of cases every 
day? It would be well to provide that every 
licensed vehicle must carry a plainly posted 
statement of the load it is allowed to bear on 
its wheels, and that it shall be the duty of 
police officers or others to watch for infringe- 
ments on the limit so stated on the vehicle. 
The policeman should be instructed that in 
every case where he thinks he has good reason 
to believe the load exceeds the prescribed 
maximum he shall cause the vehicle to pro- 
ceed to the nearest available scale and there 
be weighed. If he finds the total load to ex 


take the offender to the nearest police station 
and enter complaint against him, so that the 
law can deal with the person responsible for a 
breach of the prdinance. 

By these means the taxpayers will have in- 
sured to them the preservation of such pave- 
ments as have been put down in good shape, 
there will be an incentive to insist upon the 
proper performance of contracts for paving, 
and the taxpayers will be saved enormous 
sums that are now speat in repairing and re- 
laying street pavements years before they 
ought to be worn to the point of repair or re- 
newal. It is notorious that the vehicle which 
has narrow tires in proportion to its heavy 
load breaks up pavements rapidly and badly, 
and is the most destructive to those which 
would be most desirable were it not for the 
mischief wrought by narrow tires and cause- 
less tearing up of the streets. These things 
are especially rumous to the vooden 
block roadway, which would be better 
than stone, and is so recognized by 
the great majority, if it were not subject to 
continued furrowing, crushing, breaking in, 
and tearing up, the cost of which has now to 
be borne by the taxpayers. And so, too, 
asphalt suffers severely from heavily-laden 
narrow-tired wagons. The Mann ordinance 
is a good one, but would be valueless and 
vexatious unless so drawn that it can be prop- 
erly enforced. To be of real service to the 
people all must be made to comply with its 
provisions. Probably this could only be ef. 
fected along with other desirabie reforms, by 
making it the duty of every police officer to 
look out for infractions of all the city ordi- 
nances as well as for mere breaches of the 
peace. That is the rule in the better gov- 
erned cities of Europe. It ought to be so 
here. It is especially desirable that the re- 
form should be instituted right away, so that

FAIR SALVAGE. 

There is an opportunity for Jackson Park 
and the city to be a decided gainer in salvage 
of an artistic as well as useful nature after the 
World’s Fair has been permanently closed, It 
is of so much importance indeed that the 
question how much can be saved should be 
promptly and carefully considered, To: this 
end it should be ascertained whether the ma- 
terial which enters into the construction of 
the buildings and the methods of that con- 
struction are such as to invest them with the 
requisite conditions of permanency, and 
whether also they cannot be made permanent, 
if it be necessary, by a comparatively small 
outlay. The Art Building is too beautiful to 
lose, and, as it is fireproof, it is probably sub- 
stantial enough to remain. The Horticultural 
Building certainly ought to be preserved. The 
present palin-house and adjacent conserva- 
tories located in Washington Park are already 
too small to accommodate the collection of 
plants and shrubs, and the palm-house itself is 
too low for the lofty trunks which will be 
seen in the new Horticultural Building. A 
great number of the plants, shrubs, and 
palms which will be on exhibition can be 
saved if there is a place in which to keep 
them. The aquaria of the Fisheries Building 
also should be retained as one’ of the most at- 
tractive features of the park. Why also is it not 
practical to save the Liberal Arts Building 
and the Stock and Forestry Buildings of the 
Agricultural Department at the south end of 
the park? With the consent of the Park Com- 
missioners they could be utilized for fairs and 
woula be the finest fair buildings in the 
world. After uext year the means of trans- 
portation will be such that the locality will be 
one of the most available to be found in Chi- 
cago. If the Liberal Arts Building is not 
permanent in character perhaps it can be 
made so at comparatively reasonable ex- 
pense. The question is worth serious con- 
sideration, for the preservation of these build- 
ings will render Jackson Park one of the 
most attractive epots in the world, and even 
if the additional consideration be a selfish 
one so much beauty and artistic complete- 
ness ought not to be lost. If there be any 
way to retain them let it be found,

Nor would there be exact uniformity 
within a State. Some Georgia or Mississippi 
or South Carolina or Arkansas bank notes 
would be better than others, some would soon 
be worth nothing, and others 75 cents on the 
dollar. Gradually, however, the worst and 
poorest money would get the upper hand and 
push out the better money. After the national 
currency had been driven out of circulation 
by the State bank notes the poorer of these 
would drive out the better, and States like 
New York, the notes issued in which generally 
would be good, would be flooded with the 
rotten notes of the banks of other States, 
“shoved out by speculators. Such was our 
former experience with this Democratic 
money.

To sup- 
press counterfeiting there must be but one 
kind of money, and one agency to look after 
the offenders, and that agency must be the 
Federal Government, 

For these two reasons, if for no others, the 
Northern Democrats should say to their 
Southern bosses, “We will serve you in most 
things, but we draw the line at wildcat. It 
would ruin us not merely as a party, but as 
individuals, and we must protect our interests 
by continuing the present safe and conserva- 
tive administration in office four years more.

The Secretary of the Switchmen’s Union at 
Buffalo is quoted as saying that the plans are 
all made for a great strike next spring, a giant 
uprising that will be national.

The people will never consent to any such 
thing, and if it were carried out owing to 
apathy beforehand on the part of Congress 
the whole community would rise in hot 
protest, the probable consequence of which 
would be a worse condition for the strikers 
than that they propose to improve by such 
unlawful means. The movement, so far as it 
bas progressed, is a wicked conspiracy against 
the innocent people. If carried out it would 
be practical treason, and ought to be punished 
as such, If the leaders of the men are wise 
they would do well to publicly disclaim any 
intention or disposition to do what this man 
says has been concocted and resolved upon.

Or does it think that the 
course it is pursuing can be justified on the 
ground of party necessity? It ought to know 
that the life of the weak and sickly fake 
of which it was the parent cannot be pro- 
tracted until election time, and that, therefore, 
it cannot harm Fifer.

HARRY MILBANK DEAD 


DEATH DUE TO AN OLD WOUND 
RECEIVED IN A DUEL. 


He Lost an Income of $60,000 a Year 
Through His Connection with the 
Brayton-Borrowe Scandal—Loubet's Re- 
port on the Carmaux Labor Troubles 
Not Likely to Result in Much Good— 
President of the London Chamber of 
Commerce on the American Tegriff.

Switzerland, Monday, was not unexpected by 
his family here.

CANADA’S GRAND OPPORTUNITY. 


resident of the London Chamber of com- 
merce Says It Is the American Tariff. 

Loxpox, Oct. 26.—A meeting of the London 
Chamber of Commerce was held today at 
which the Rt.-Hon. Sir John Lubbock, Pres- 
ident of the chamber, delivered an address 
in which he dwelt upon the unsatisfactory 
state of trade, Which, however, he declared. 
had not been affected by the McKinley tariff 
to the extent that was expected. British trade 
with America, he said, had declined less than 
it had with other countries. The greatest suf- 
ferers were the Americans, who felt the pinch 
more acutely than did the British. Canadian 
exporters, Sir John added, were in 
a condition of commercial paralysis 
that could not be indefinitely pro- 
longed. The McKinley law constituted 
a grand opportunity for Canada. This bill 
had placed American farmers at a disadvan- 
tage. Canada profited by the position and 
lowered her import duties; her merchants 
would be benefited because many British 
products required in the West would inevi- 
tably find their way through Canada and 
across the border without paymg the heavy 
American custom duties. eferring to the 
continual dropping in the rates of Eastern ex- 
change, Sir John said that the matter claimed 
great attention. He suggested that the Indian 
mints should charge 10 instead of 2 per 
cent for coining silver. This, he believed, 
would check the fluctuations in the price of 
that metal. Sir John declared that bimetal- 
lism would never be adopted by Great Britain, 
as it would be impossible to fixa ratio of 
value. 

Affects Thirteen Million Spindles, 

With a view to avoiding the calam- 
it.us effects that will follow the threat- 
ened strike among the cotton operatives, 
the Mayors of Liverpool and Manchester are 
trying to induce the disputants to consent to 
arbitrate their differences. The matter 
will be submitted to the council of 
the Operatives’ Cotton Spinners’ Asso- 
ciation, which will meet a week from next 
Saturday. The Masters’ Federation announces 
its willingness to submit to arbitration. The 
spinners iu North and Northeast Lancashire 
and Bolton are not affected by the strike, and 
the 5,000,000 spindies in these districts will be 
run as usual, paying the federation fine of 1 
farthing per spindle a week. If 13,000,000 spin- 
dies stop 52,000 persons, a large proportion 
of whom are women and children, will be idle. 
Stocks of yarns in the manufacturers’ hands 
are moderately heavy, and it is believed that if 
the produccion of yarns was stopped weaving 
of cloth could be continued for two or three 
weeks without difficulty. If the lockout or 
strike should extend over three weeks many of 
the weaving sheds would have to close. The 
operatives’ organization is well prepared for 
along struggle. Their fund already amounts 
to £120,000. A weak point in the position of 
the operatives is that nearly half of the men 
who are affected by the reduction of wages de- 
cided upon by the masters do. not belong to 
the organization, and are therefore not en- 
titled to draw strike pay. 

To Consider Amnesty for Dynamiters. 

At the Cabinet council that will be held to- 
morrow John Morley, Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land, will present proposals for the release of 
all political prisoners in Ireland. The minis- 
terial decision on these proposals will involve 
the question of granting. amnesty to all the 
men convicted of taking part in the dynamite 
outrages of afew years ago. The principal 
prisoners serving sentences under conviction 
on these charges are confined in English pris- 
ons. The Conservative papers do not object 
to the release of the Fenians Mullen and Dow- 
ling and the dynamiter J. F. Egan, who have 
served two-thirds of the time to which they 
were sentenced. But the government will not 
dare to face the consequences that would fol- 
low the release of Dr. Gallagher and the others 
concerned in causing the explosions in Lon- 
dun, Liverpool, and Glasgow. The Telegraph 
today recalis the most notable of the dyna- 
mite outrages that have been perpetrated since 
1881, and defies the government to ‘“ degrade 
the prerogative of mercy by releasing the 
human monsters who took part in these out- 
rages. 

Salisbury Discusses Liberal Plans. 

Lord Salisbury contributes to the National 
Review a lively article on the much discussed 
question of how far a Premier can goin over- 
ruling the House of Lords by the creation of 
new peers. Lord Salisbury ridicules the 
threats which have been made by or on behalf 
of the. Liberals from time to time as to 
swamping the Upper House in this way in 
order to carry home rule. He declares that 
if the attempt is made the House of Lords 
will refuse to let the new peers sit or vote as 
similarly created Lords have done heretofore. 
Barring the pocket boroughs controlled by 
Archbishop Walsh, the ex-Premier avers the 
West and South of Ireland is opposed to home 
rule, and England is indifferent on the point. 
Turning to abstract considerations suggested 
by his theme, Lord Salisbury expresses the 
belief that England is in need of greater se- 
curity than she now possesses against hasty 
revisions of ber constitution. 

Booth Appeals for More Money. 

The committee headed by the Earl of Ons. 
low which is to investigate the receipts and 
expenditures of the Salvation Army held its 
first sitting yesterday. In the meantime Gen. 
Booth, the head of the army, has appealed to 
the members of the organization for £60,000 
to enable him to continus his Darkest En- 
gland work. It appears from the appeal 
that Gen. Booth desires to escape from a di- 
lemma and to abandon the Darkest En- 
gland scheme.

Premier Loubet’s Pian of Arbitration De- 
nounced as Infamous,

liamentary muddle because of the Carmaux 
strike. M. Loubet, President of the Chamber 
of Deputies, pronounced this morning in 
favor of arbitration, but the decision is re- 
jected by the miners. This eveningin the 
corridors of the Chamber of Deputies M. 
Clemenceau declared that the arbitration pro- 
posed was infamous, Some of tae miners are 
amenable to reason, but their leaders demand 
a general amnesty and the payment of the 
strikers for the whole time they have beeu 
absent from work. This is simply foolish- 
ness. M. Clemenceau has called a meeting of 
the. Republican Deputies for tomorrow. He 
is desirous of interpellating the gavernment 
upon the matter. The ministry committed a 
serious error in accepting the office of arbi- 
trators, but still more 1s if unpardonable on 
their part to have undertaken the mission 
without first making sure that their decision 
would be respected by both sides. Should the 
miners continue to resist there remains only 
the usual course—force, which is not at all to 
the taste of Frenchmen, and there lies another 
danger. Capital feels that it has the protec- 
tion of the government against the lawless- 
ness of the workmen, JAcqusEs Sr. Ceres. 

M. Loubet decides that Mr. Calvignac, 
Mayor of Carmaux, whose discharge by the 
mining company was the cause of all the 
trouble, shall be taken back as a workman in 
the employ of the company, but leave of 
absence shall be granted him throughout the 
term of his Mayoralty. He also decides that 
the company shall reinstate all the striking 
miners except those who were convicted of 
rioting. Mr. Hamblet, the manager of the 
company, whose resignation was demanded 
oy the striking miners, will retain his posi- 
tion.

REV. MR. DIXON FINED, 


ARREST OF THE GOTHAM: OLERGY- 
MAN FOR SHOOTING ROBINS. 


He Has Made Himself Known by Denoun- 
cing Lawlessness, but Failed to Observe 
the Law Himself—End of the War Be- 
tween Ocean Steamers and Grain Ship- 
Pers, and a Sharp Advance in Rates the 
Result—-A New Line of Vessels to the 
Spanish Main. 


New Yorx, Oct. 26.—-[Special.]—The Rev. 
Thomas Dixon Jr., pastor of the Lexington 
Avenue Baptist Church of this city, has ac- 
quired notoriety by his attacks from his pul- 
pit upon lawlessness generally and the admin- 
istration of the law in this city in particular. 
Last evening he was srrested as a violator of 
the law. The evidences of his guilt were un- 
deniable and he paid a fine of $155. 


The Rev, Mr. Dixon is something of a 


sportsman, and yesterday visited Staten Isl- 
and for a day afield." He hada breach-loading 
shotgun in a canvas case, and wore a regular 
hunting coat under his. overcoat. He appar- 
ently expected to find the wilds of Staten 
Island overrun with game, for he was accom- 
panied by a colored man, who was the cus- 
todian of a good-sized traveling bag. 

He spent the afternoon in the woods and 
fields of Westfield and the lower part of South-

He 
also did not know that there is a special law 
prohibiting any person not a resident of 
Staten Isiand from hunting there without first 
applying to some Justice of the Peace and 
paying $10 for a license to do 80. 

Game Constable Lisk arrested the minister, 
game-bag in hand, and took him before Jus- 
tice Acker of New Brighton. The Justice 
read law to the disconcerted dominie, care- 
fully counted the robins, thirty-one in all, 
and assessed a fine of $155. Rev. Mr. 
Dixon offered his check for the amount; it 
was accepted and he returned to the city a 
wiser but sadder man. 


SHARP RISE IN OCEAN GRAIN RATES, 


Steamship Companies Victorious in Their 
Fight with the Shippers. 

New York, Oct. 26.—{Special. |—The fight 

between the steamship companies and grain 


shippers over the form of a bill of lading has 


ended with a victory for the steamship com- 
panies and an advance in freights from two- 
pence to fourpence. For two months the two 
sides held out. The steamship men had the 
better of it, however, almost from the be- 
ginning. Having combined they bestirred 
themselves for new business to take the 
place of grain, By holding «ut inducements 
to the railroad companies they were able to 
send out full cargoes and keep business mov- 
ing while the shippers in combination against 
them were idle. Certain grain shippers who 
had refused to enter the combination aiso 
aided the steamship companies by continuing 
toship. They made a good thing out of it b 
catching some of the foreign trade that h 
been abandoned under the boycott, The com- 


bination had to face all the hardships of the 


fight, and got no benefit from it. Now that 
they have given in and -resumed shipments 
their eagerness to make up for lost business 
has pushed freights far higher than they have 
been for a long time. 


NEWS NOTES OF THE METROPOLIS, 


Another Steamship Line to the Spanish 
Main—Brooklyn in Danger. 

New York, Oct. 2.—[{Special.]—The Atlas 
Steamship company, which bas so long held a 
monopoly on the commerce of the Spanish main, 
will now have to compete with another line. 
Complaints of shipping people on the length of 
time it took the vessels of the Atlas line to make 
the trip was what ied tothe organization of a 
competing one. It will be known as the Columbia 
Commercial Steamship company and will make 
the Columbia ports of Savauilla, Cartagena, and 
Santa Marta the ports of call. The chartered 
steamship Alert will be the first vessel to go on 
the new service, It will sail next Saturday.

Three Ordinances 
for the Vacation of Certain Streets, 

Three ordinances were introduced in the 
Council last Monday evening providing for the 
vacation of certain streets in the Thirty-tkird 
Ward and were referred to the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys South. These ordinances 
have been the cause ofa great deal of com- 
ment since their introduction and the com- 
mittee will carefully consider them before any 


action is taken. 

One of these crdinances provides for the 
vacation of several streets and alleys between 
One Hundred and First and One Hundred and 
Second streets, near the Baltimore and 
Ohio, Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and 
cago, an the Lake Shore 
According to the provisions 
ordinance, the streets referred to will be va- 
cated tothe lake shore, below the Calumet 
River. It is claimed that by following the 
provisions of the ordinance the Baltimore and 
Ohio, which owns the land abutting on the 
existing streets and alleys, will secure a valu- 
able lake frontage,which it may use for docks, 
tracks, or for any profitable purpose it may 
deem fit. 

The proposition, as understood by the Alder- 
men, means the gift of valuable property held 
in trust by the city without any compensation, 
and the question will be carefully and thor- 
oughly debated before final action is taken. 

Another ordinance of the trio introduced 
Monday night provides for the vacation of 
Wallace street, between Sixty-fourth and 
Sixty-fifth streets, near the Lake Shore and 
Rock Island tracks, giving the gift-laden Chi- 
cago and Western Indiana railroad many ad- 
ditional privileges. This measure will also be 
considered. 


CHEAP GAS FOR CICERO. 


New Process Which Will Lessen the . Gost 
of Production to Be Used, 

The problem of cheap gas H. C. Rew, Vice- 
President of the National Gas and Water com- 
pany, thinks will be solved at the new gas 
plant in course of erection at Cicero, The 
plant emboaies the novel principle, he says, 
of converting coal into gas in one operation. 

„We think we are to realize what in- 
ventors have dreamed about for years,” 
said he last night. Our appliance en- 
ables us to get every atom of power 
there is in a ton of coal and we will put what 
residue there is to use, Even the carbonic acid 
gas which escapes through the stack will be 
saved. We can determine the price after op- 
erating a plant built as one should be.

Mr. Rew said the company was putting in 
twenty-three miles of mains in Cicero. The 
company might, he said, furnish gas 
to several villages adjacent to Cicero.

r. Rew would say nothing. About a year 
ago H. C. Rew caused an ordinance to be in- 
troduced in the Council granting a franchise 
covering the entire city to a cheap gas com- 
pany.

ALLEGED CONSPIRACY TO DEFRAUD. 


The Home Life Insurance Company Sues 
Two Ex-Officials for Damages. 

Solicitors for the Home Insurance company 
yesterday filed a suit for trespass in the United 
States Circuit Court against William F. Gov- 
relland Dr. David M. Vosbrugh. The dam- 
ages are put at 315,000. 

The bill alleges that in 1885 Govrell, being 
an agent of the company, employed Vosbrugh 
as medical examiner, and that they together 
entered intoa conspiracy to defraud the com- 
pany by accepting unsafe risks. It is alleged 
that on May 5, 1885, the defendant was exam- 
ined by the doctor, and though he was an in- 
curable he was, with the connivance of Gov- 
rell, accepted and insured for $1,000.

May 14, 1885, Charles Pratt, also an incura- 
ble, was insured, as the allegation goes, 
through the conspiracy of Govre!l and Vos- 
brugh, and in August, 1886, Andrew Klein was 
insured for $3,000 under similar conditions. 
All these men, it 1s alleged, were known to be 
incurable and were accepted in violation of 
the rules of the company.

SUPT. M’OLAUGHRY’S EMPHATIO 


DENIAL OF BRUTALITY. 


He Declares That Policemen During the 
Civic Parade Did Their Duty and Noth- 
ing More, That Only One Specific 
Charge of Brutality Has Been Made to 
Him, and He Is Anxious to Learn of 
Any Cases of Undue Forée—The Story’s 


Origin. 

Charges of brutality at the hands of the 
Chicago police toward the people during the 
civic parade in the World’s Fair demonstra- 
tion last Thursday have been made by one 
Chicago paper and reéchoed by a New York 
paper. The Herald was the local paper 
whose news columns contained the charges of 
brutality. Ali other papers praised the de- 
partment, except the Post, which editorially 


‘| denounced the officers’ actions, the editorial 


being based on the account in the news col- 
umns of the Herald. The outside paper which 
joined in the denunciation of the police was 
the New York World. The Chicago corre- 
spondent of the New York World has his 


was made up from the proof sheets of the 
Heraid. The reports in the Herald and World 
were practically duplicates. 

To give an idea of what those charges were 
the following extracts are quoted: 

Brutality such as has never before been wit- 
nessed in Chicago was the distinguishing feature 
of the police force in the civic parade, Men, 
women, and children were unmercifully clubbed. 
Little S3year-olds were snatched from their 
mothers’ sides and thrown backward ana forward 
as the sweet will of a brute in blue dictated. 
Eminent citizens were seized and beaten with 
clubs back into the panic-stricken crowds. In al- 
most every instance the action of the police was 
accompanied by a torrent of shocki abuse. 
Once when a big, red-faced officer seized a poor 
old woman by the arm and hurried ber ainst 
the human wall directly opposite him Vice-Presi- 
dent Morton turned to Secretary Foster, ex 
ing, That is shameful.”’ 

Something Hard to Locate. 


The New York World had a long “ terrific 
roast on this diabolical cruelty and Co- 
manche-like brutality of the police at the cor- 
ner of Dearborn and Clark streets. As these 
streets are parallel it is difficult to locate this 
diabolism. The New York World also pub- 
lished long paragraphs full of vitriolic denun- 
ciation of the Chicago police as to their work 
in opening the way through the crowds at the 
approach of the parade. This wculd indicate 
that the writer was not present at the parade; 
that he wrote it at long range, for the way for 
the parade had been cleared and kept clear 
for three hours before it moved. But the 
above gives an idea of the denunciation of the 
alleged brutality of the police force in the 
Chicago Heraid and New York World. 

Yesterday the reporter for Taz Turn 
called on the people making the charges and 
later on Superintendent of Police McCiaughry. 
Each was given an opportunity to speak fully 
on the subject. 

The city editor of the Herald said: “I as- 
signed one reporter, who, by the way, is a 
first-class newspaper man, to cover the police 
management of the crowds. The matter 
printed in the Herald’s columns and tele- 
graphed the New York Worid was from his 
pencil, I have every reason to believe that 
what he wrote was what he either saw or ob- 
tained on good authority from others, and 
that it was the truth. We are not going out 
of our way to fight the policemen, That news 
matter came in the regular way through a 
trusted reporter, and, as is the case in all well- 
regulated newspaper offices, it was passed 
along up the line and placed in cold type. 
Now, that is about the whole story, except to 
call for you the reporter who wrote that mat- 
ter. And he called him. 

The reporter said: There is nothing in my 
report that I would want to change. The po- 
lice were guilty of brutality and of usmg un- 
necessary force at many points along the 
whole line of march, I stand by every word I 
wrote. 

Supt. McClaughry’s Answer. 

Superintendent of Police McClaughry, after 
having the foregoing laid before him, said: 

It was a trying problem to handle the peo- 
me well and still do our — to the paraders. 

fe did our duty well to both. 

There have been no charges of brutality 
or of unnecessary force having been used 
made by any paper but the Herald locally, 
the Post editorially, and the New York papers 
in their telegraphic dispatches. All ese 
charges are, you will notice, in general terms. 
No specific cases are alleged by them. I have 
asked the Herald and Post reporters to bri 
me specific charges against any officer and f 
would investigate, and if he was guilty I would 
discharge him. Do they want us to discharge 
600 policemen on the general assertion of one 
reporter out of 200 who watched and wrote of 
that Wee 

“* Untilftonight I received’no specific charges 
of brutality, but in the mail just received 
was a letter from Dr. Henry Boulter, adentist 
living at No. 951 Lake street, in which the 
charge is made that the officer wearing‘star No. 
2,670 mistreated and abused a young man 
ana several other persons at State and Madi- 
son streets. The writer offered to furnish 
witnesses. I regard this letter as the presenta- 
tion of charges against that officer and he 

will be duly brought before the trial board. 

That was a tremendous crowd to handle. 
A quarter of a million people were packed 
along the twenty-four blocks in the line of 
march in spaces where really there was not 
room for more than 75,000 people to stand 
without discomfort. I gave explicit orders to 


be used. It was a typical Chicago crowd. 
It had laid off for a holiday. 
It had brought the women“ and children along. 
It was restless and aggressive. 

“ Fearful lest my officers who had stood on 
duty since 7:30 a m. might get restless and 
hot tempered and impatient on empty stom- 
achs, for I knew they would have nothing to 
eat or drink before 5 p. m., I rode down the 
cleared streets just before the procession 
moved and gave later orders to the five In- 
spectors in charge of the men that the utmost 
forbearance must be exercised toward the 
crowd, for it was hungry and restless, but that 
the streets must be kept clean from curb to 
curb at all hazards. 


Complainants Fail to Appear. 


** But two complaints of bad treatment were 
made. One was against policeman wearing 
star No. 2,959, at State and Adams streets. 
He was charged with not allowing a man 
through the lines who wanted to get to his 
place of business and of abusing him for try- 
ing to break through. Capt. Hartigan, drill 
master of the department, who was there at 
the time, says the officer’s actions were justi- 
fiable. 1 sent for the officer and the com- 
plainant. The officer responded, the com- 
plainant did not. The other case was that of 
a Mr. Baldwin, who has an office in the Borden 
Block, and was prevented from breaking 
through the lines to get to his office. He com-

Park Police and Soldiers Fail. 

„Remember that the city police of Chicago 
kept the streets clear from curb to curb for 
twenty-four blocks and the great parade 
passed unobstructed along the entire line of 
march Thursday, while Friday at Washington 
Park at the military review, which was guard- 
ed by park policemen and United States 
troops, the crowds swept over the great in- 
closed square and closed in on the parade so 
that the calvary had to reduce their ranks 
from platoons of twelve to four and the pa- 
rade was cut off and delayed repeatedly. The 
city policemen did their duty well in keeping 
back the crowds; the park policemen and 
troops were unable to do as well.

What the Inspectors Say. 


The Police Inspectors who had charge of 
the men along the line of march talked as 


follows: a 

Inspector Koch—I had charge of the line on 
Michigan avenue from Twelfth street to Van 
Buren. It was quiet in my district. I know there 
was no brutality, for I was riding constantly 
along the line. We had no trouble. Nocom- 
plaint was made to me at any point. 

Inspector Hunt—I had the line on Michigan 
avenue by Van Buren around on Wabash to Mon- 
roe. I cove the line carefully and I saw no 
unusual force used and I had no complaints from 
any one against the conduct of the men. 

pector Schaack—The line on Wabash from 
Monroe around on Lake and to Monroe on State 
was assigned me. My greatest crowd was at the 
Madison street crossing on State. I had fifty-five 
men there. They were compelled several times to 
stand shoulder to shoulder to keep the crowds 
back. There was no brutality. My orders were 
to k the street clear from curb to curb at all 
hazar did it. Many women fainted at that 
crossing. e used force in dragging burly, eruel. 
selfish men out of their positions to get those 
fainting women into ambulances, nothing more. 
There has been no complaint made of brutalit 
by my men and there can be none substantia 

Inspector Ross—I had the line from Monroe 
street on State to Clark on Adams and the space 
on Dearborn street east of the reviewing stand. 
It’s nonsense to talk of brutality. There was 
none. The worst place was at State and Adams. 
I remained there a large part of the time. No 
more force was used there than was necessary to 
extricate fainting women from the jam and get 
them to ambulances. We had to hustle some 
drunken men and bullheads around rather lively 
to save the lives of women and children from 
their savage heels, but there was no brutality. 
No complaints have been handed in against my 
men. 

Inspector Lewis—I had the line from Clark on 
Adams around by Franklin to Jackson, and Dear- 
born to the point of dispersement. There was no 
clubbing in my department. I rode along the 
line, frequently cautioning my men against using 
undue force. hy sbould we use undue force 
when the eyes of tne whole world were on us? 
No, sir, those charges of brutality directed against 
the force are groundless. The streets were kept 
clear, the lines of people along the walks were 

reserved, and no serious accident occurred.

BURIAL OF GEORGE HOWLAND. 


Large Numbers.of Teachers and Pupils At- 
tend+ Prof. Swing’s Sermon. 

The able educator and the pupil's friend, 
George Howland, was laid to rest at Rosehill 
yesterday afternoon after 1,500 teachers, Prin- 
cipais, members of the Board of Education, 
and scholars had paid their last respects to 
their friend and teacher at the Union Park 
Congregational Church, where the services 
were held. The hour set for the services to 
commence was 1:30. Two hundred pupils 
from the Marquette School formed a large 
chorus. Prof. G. B. Wilcox of the Chicago 
Theological Seminary conducted the services 
and Prof. David Swing assisted. Prof. Swing 
said in substance: 

Eighteen years of youth and fifty years a teach- 
* make up the outline of George Howlaud's life. 

ong with many of the useful men of his coun- 
try. he came to his profession by way of a farm 
and a moderate property—not a moderte proper- 
ty, but a moderate poverty. Were it not for the 
moderate poverty which used to hang over the 
farmer's house the industry might have been less 
marked. In all the more remote years the man 
who owned land was too poor always to hire a 
substitute; he had to appear in person at the 
rising of the sun, This early life on the farm will 
explain much in the history of this friend, who 
went to church in this city eighteen years with- 
out “gon! a single Sunday morning, and he 
missed perhaps only three or four Sunday 
mornings in twenty-six years; and he, after teach- 
ing fifty years, was almost heartbroken over the 
idea of leaving forever the schoolhouse door. 

The fate which made George Howland a school- 
master was a fortunate one for both him and us. 
The welfare of each home, each town, and the 
Nation was hanging upon the public education 
forty years ago. It still hangs upon that fate. 
When a Nation came asking society to govern it- 
self, it came demanding universal intelligence. A 
monarchy may mean the intelligence of one man, 
but a republic means the intelligence and moral- 
ity of the entire ple. The moment, therefore, 
our Nation was founded, the school teacher be- 

an to assume a usefulness beyond that of a 

reneral in an army, for the Nation could not live 
by bayonet, but only by ä enlightenment. 

In this new form of human movement George 
Howland emptied all the contents of a rich mind 
and a warm heart. What the present most re- 
members and what the future will hold most 
precious is the thought that he ruled not by the 
rod but by personal friendship. Like Thomas 
Arnold, Mr. Howland hoped most from the friend- 
ship between teacher and il. He had one 
watchword, “companionship.” ; tens of 
thousands of youths who knew him and came 
under his rule there must be few indeed who do 
not recall the face and the words of one with 
whom government meant companionship and 
mutual esteem, 

The God who made all these earthly paths marks 
the place at which each must end. 6 must get 
from his own beloved virtue the sentiment that 
would have been dear to him: Here is the last 
of his labor; here the end of a long path.”’ 

Only the mourners and honorary and active 
beaters accompanied the remains to Rosehill, 
whither they went by carriage. Prof. Wilcox 
performed the simple burial service. The 
floral offerings were elaborate. 

Resolutions of condolence were passed yes- 
2 by the Chicago Graduate Chapter of 
the Alpha Delta Phi College fraternity, of 
which Mr. Howland was President, and by the 
Western Alumni Association of Amherst Col- 
lege, of which he was President some years 
ago.

Crawford’s Men Were Sore and Two Were 
Absent—The First Half Bravely Fought 
Out and the Total Score 28 to 0~—Heffel- 
finger’s Superb Work and Sport Don- 
nelly’s Jersey World’s Fair Cycling 
and Makers’ Amateurs—Princetons De- 
feat Manhattan Athletics. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 26.—[Special.]—There 
was the vacancy of a for-rent house in the ex- 
pression that lingered around the face of Capt. 

Billy Crawford this afternoon as he gathered

Jarvis field is a homely looking place for a

And Sport Donnelly, you should have seen 
him tackle! He was through the interference 
and on his man so speedily that the crowd rose 
en masse to him in the second half and made him 
bow his acknowledgment. The Harvard boys 
soon disposed of Sport after that. He wore no 
canvas jacket, only a tight-fitting jersey. The 
first rush after that the Harvard men secured that 
jersey and bore it off in triumph, leaving Sport 
clothed only in deep thought from the waist up. 
Then one of them jabbed him in the eye and he 
retired in favor of Saeger. The Chicagos were 
crippled by the non-appearance of Stevenson and 
Studebaker, who were unable to get here on time. 

Chicago Played with Two New Men. 

This necessitated putting in a strange center, 
apd Stickney, a Harvard graduate. Both did 
well, but it crippled the club's team work. Har- 
vard started off doggedly, fumbled badly, but 
settled down in the second half and did superb 
work, its interference particularly — magnifl- 
cent. Thirty-minute halves were played.

That was 
the score when half time was called, Chicago 
having the ball at its twenty-yard line.

The Chicago Insurance Company Author- 

ized to Begin Business. 
The Chicago Insurance company, which was 
authorized yesterday by the State Auditor to 
begin business, may upset the present method 
of insuring cargoes on lake steamers. For a 
long time shippers have been dissatisfied with 
their insurance, particularly on grain. They 
have believed that they have beea required to 
pay too big commission to the local agents. 
Last spring most of the shippers in Chicago 
and at the head of Lake Superior united in 
urganizing the Chicago Insurance company. 
Its purpose was to insure the cargoes of the 
stockholders, thereby saving the local agente’ 
commission, and if there were any profits in 
the business they would go back to the ship- 
pers, thus becoming a mutual company. Now 
that it has been authorized todo business in 
the State it will begin operations at once, 
The new company is authorized to do a 
eral insurance business, but it will be con 
principally to risks on cargoes. Harvey D. 
Goulder of Cleveland is its attorney. George

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LIQUOR AT THE FAIR. 


THE NATIONAL OOMMISSION DOES 
NOT FORBID IT. 


But Mr. Massey’s Resolution, Which Is 
Adopted, Provides That There Be No 
Barrooms or Saloons—Drink May Be 
Served at Restaurant Tables and with 
Meals—The $4,000,000 Six Per Cent 
Bonds Will Be Taken Entirely in Chi- 

. Cago—Preparing for the Opening. 

Liquor will be sold at Jackson Park during 
the World’s Fair. The Board of Directors 
some months ago decided that stimulating 
beverages should be dispensed, and the Na- 
tional Commission, which has final jurisdic- 
tion on such matters, concurred at its meet- 
ing yesterday in the action of the directory. 
After passing upon this question the commis- 
sion adjourned sine die, which, under the by- 
laws, means the last week in April next year. 
‘The principal business of the session has 
been the adoption of rules for the administra- 
tion of the Exposition so far as the immedi- 
ate rights of exhibiters are concerned. Of 
almcst equal interest is the attitude of tne 
commission in regard to liquor-selling. The 
commission approved it, but an important 
consideration in this connection is that the 
sale shall be in restaurants at tables and at 
meals. There will be no barrooms or saloons 
on the grounds. This ys the position of the 
directory and also the National Commission. 

Several hours were spent yesterday in pass- 
ing upon this questioh. Commissioner C. K. 
Holliday of Kansas offered a resolution that no 
intoxicating beverages be sold. Commissioner 
- Biboeck of Iowa wanted liquors sold and his 
colleague, W. F. King, wanted no saloons or 
barrooms. After a great deal of talk Commis- 
sioner Massey of Delaware introduced a sub- 
stitute for the conflicting resolutions. It Was 
adopted and is as follows: 

Waereas, This commission has already taken 
action as authorized by Sec. 7 of the act of Con- 
gress, touching rules and regulations governing 
rates for entrance and admission fees, otherwise 
affecting the rights, privileges, or interests of 
exhibiters or the public; and, 

WHEREAS, While none of said rules and regu- 
lations relative to the sale of intoxicating liquors 
within the Exposition grounds have been submit- 
ted, it is known to be the policy of the directory 
that intoxicants shall * 4 sold within said 
grounds in connecuon with and. as a part of res- 
taurant privileges, and not by means of saloons 
or open and in all concessions for such 

1 appropriate restrictions in this behalf 

variably been incorporated in con- 
tract granting the same,so that any declarative 
action on this subject would peeve involve 
an unjust and unwarranted reflection upon 
bona fides of said directory: therefore 

Resolved, That, in view of these circumstances 
and conditions stated in the preamble, this Com- 
mission does not deem it either judicious or ex- 
pedient at this time to make any deliverance on 
this question nor to assume any respousibility 
touching the same otherwise than to declare it to 
be the sense of this Commission that no intoxicat- 
liquors should be sold at saloons or open bars 
within the said grounds. : 

Du the discussion Commissioners Mas- 
sey and Clair and others ee that the 
Board of Directors had already let contracts 
involving the sale of intoxicating beverages. 
It was too late, they urged, for the Commis- 
sion to attempt to overturn the rules. 

Commissioners from prohibition States 
wanted official proof that the Board of 
Directors did not intend to. establish 
barrooms. Commissioner St. Clair told 
them he had read the contracts 

involving the sale of liquor, and that all of 
them confined the sale to orders at meals, 

served at tables. Mr. St. Clair 5 

Massey, the members representing the Com- 

mission on the Council of Administration, 

themselves not to vote for or sanction 
ms or saloons. Notwithstanding this 
assurance there were a half dozen of the 

Commissioners who did not feel satisfied. In 

the end, however, they were convinced by the 

arguments of Commissioners Martindale, 

Massey, and St. Clair that there would be ro 

ms, and the Massey substitute was 
adopted. Commissioner King, the strongest 
opponent, finally changed his vote in favor of 
the prevailing resolution. 
Commissioners said they had been be- 
by constituents for an authoritative 
statement as to what the intentions of the Ex- 
position management were in regard to the 
sale of liquors on the grounds. For that 
reason a number of them were pertinacious in 
hoiding out for an official statement from the 
gal Directory. Eventually Mr. Massey’s 
substitute was unanimously regarded as offer- 
ing a fair and accurate statement of the case, 
so that people interested in the liquor-selling 
question may discover the exact situation by 
reading his resolution. ‘

PETITION FOR THE RETENTION OF 
THE ARTS BUILDING. 


There Is Also a Desire That the Mammoth 
Manufactures Structure Be Allowed to 
Stand After the Exposition Closes— 
Durability of “Staff” One of the Prob- 

Jems the Proposition Involves—Chicago 

Would Then Have the Largest Building 
in the World, 

The architects who designed the buildings 
at the World’s Fair signed a memorial asking 
that the Arts Building be lert permanently in 
Jackson Park. The building is built ina 
permanent manner and will ever be an orna- 
ment to Jackson Park. The wisdom of re- 
tainmg the Manufactures Building, which is 
the grandest of them all, has also been sug- 
gested. Oue of the questions that arises is 
concerning the durability of staff, the 
material of which the exterior shell is made. 

It is not disputed that the Manufactures 
Building, with its inclosed area of about forty 
acres, would be an admirable plate for State 
fairs, expositions, and conventions where an 
immense number of people would have to be 
accommodated. The durability of the build- 
ing is a question yet to be decided. The iron 
work of the massive structure, the architects 
agree, will last as long as the generation. The 
wood work will endure too for al] reasonable 
time, but the staff, the plaster which forms 
the exterior covering—no one seems to know 
Low long it will withstand the effests of the 
changeabie climate of Chicago. D. Adler, of 
Adler & Sullivan, architects, said yesterday 
that the durability of ** staff in this climate 
is a question yet to be determined. 

Stands the Canadian Climate. 

„The word ‘staff’ is simply a euphonism,”’ 
he said, and the material is simply lath and 
plaster given lateral strength by layers of 
common bagging. Last year I spent consid- 
erable time in Canada, and I saw buildings 
there with plaster coverings that had stood for 
sixty or eighty years, or even longer, and 
seemed to be still in good order. I think the 
climate of Canada is more severe on that ma- 
terial than the peculiar climate of Chicago. 
The durability of staif, however, when ex- 
posed to the weather, remains to be seen. I 
should not like to say now that it will stand 
the Chicago climate, but if a year from now, 
or at most two years from now, it is still in 
good condition I should say it would be safe 
to say it has enduring qualities. At the close 
of the Fair, if the exterior of the Manufact- 
ures Building is in good condition, it might be 
safe to rely on it, but now I should be careful 
about vouching for its durability. 

It the staff shows the effects of the weather 
in a few places only they can be repaired from 
time to time at no expense to speak of, for the 
material is cheap. An occasional application 
of paint might preserve the staff, and if it had 
to be painted annually the cost would not be 
great; but when it comes to replacing the 
staff with brick or another permanent mate- 
rial then comes the question of enormous 
cost. 0 

The massive steel trusses used in the Manu- 
factures Building might be used elsewhere to 
some advantage, it is said, but their actual 
value cannot be realized if they are removed 
and aitered to conform to the needs of some 
other structure. 

The question of whether the Park Commis- 
sioners will permit any of the buildings to re- 
main after the Fair is a vital one and the one 
that will first have to be decided. One of the 
conditions under which the use of Jackson 
Park was given for the Fair was that at the 
end of the Exposition the buildings should be 
at once removed. Ifthe Park Commissioners 
can be induced .to modify this condition and 
the staff in the Manufactures Building is found 
intact at the close of the Fair there is a chance 
that the Manufactures Building will stand, 
and Chicago will retain the honor of having 
the largest building in the world. 


TALKS ON FROEBEL’S “ LIGHT SONGS,” 


First of a Series by Elizabeth Harrison at 
the Kindergarten College.“ 

The Wednesday morning lessons in the third 
year’s course of study for mothers at the Kin- 
dergarten College took place as usual in the 
Kindergarten College on Van Buren street. 
The first hour was devoted to technical work 
with the building blocks, in which the mothers 
gained skill in handling the blocks, and added 
suggestiveness to the various ways in which 
they could be used. The second hour Miss 
Harrison began a series of talks on Froebel’s 
Light Songs. She said: 

We have discovered in our past lessons that 


the little child needs to have the property 
of matter and the forces of nature 


which he can grasp, test, and master. The uni- 
versal elements of ali form are given him in the 
few elementary forms of the kindergarten blocks. 
The universal idea of color and harmony of color 
becomes his in the form of weaving mats, sewing 
cards, and the like. Number, position, direction, 
size, are all made definite in concrete form; even 
the more subtle knowledge of his relationships to 
his fellow-men are embodied, are symbolized, in 
the games and stories which he is taught. Can 
we then expect him to understand God, the 
highest, most invisible, and universal of all 
thoughts, without leading him first through a 
physicalsymbol? At least such was Froebel’s 
thought, aud in his little series ok Light Songs 
he suggests to the mother the various ways by 
means of which she can lead her child through 
the physical attributes of light to some compre- 
hension of the spiritual attributes of Light of 
the World.” We have in the first little song, 
called the Child and the Moon,” an intimation 
of what should be the first step taken in the re- 
ligious training of children—namely: a sense of 
the nearness of the divine. 

The ideal mother, in the little song before us, 
takes her child to the window on a moonlit even- 
ing and calls his attention to the moon, that the 
child,” says Froebel, ‘* gazing uvon the moon may 
forget his little troubles. So in later life do our 
minds aspire tothe higher light and to the life 
that abides in and flows from it, thus often for- 
getting our temporal sorrows.” The mother here 
puts the child into a friendly living relationship 
with the light, leading him to feel that distant 
things can be brougnt near by sympathy, thus 

reparing his little mind to realize that God can 

ove him though not physically present with 

him. This same tbougbt of the real 
nearness ot light can be given by means of the 
sun, the stars, and the sunset clouds, or any other 
manifestation of light. The child in the garret. 
as well asthe nursling in the palace, can gaze 
upon a sunset cloud or a starry sky, and thus in 
simple story or nursery talk can the little mind 
be led to acomprehension of the universality of 
God's spirit, of his intangible presence in our 
every day life and affairs. This is the first founda- 
tion step of true religion. 

Miss Harrison then illustrated various ways 
in which this sense of nearness of tho divine 
could be impressed upon the child without in 
any way making it commonplace or lacking 
in reverence. 

The class then adjourned to meet next 
Wednesday and resume their studies of the 
education of man.

T0 BUILD A RAILROAD. 


ANOTHER TRANSOONTINENTAL LINE 
IS PROJECTED. 


Henry ‘Croft, Member of the British Co- 
lumbia Parliament, in Chicago to Make 
Final Arrangements for the Construc- 
tion of the Canada Western Central 
Ralilroad—Aid the Construction Com- 
pany Has Already Received—Country 
the Road Will Traverse. 

Henry Croft, Member of Parliament, British 
Columbia, is at the Grand Pacific. He is here 
to awaitthe arrival of Premier Davie, his 
associate in Parliament, when the final ar- 
rangements for another transcontinental rail- 
road will be negotiated. The road will be 
known as the Canada Western Central, and 

‘when completed will be the most perfect ia 
construction and equipment of any that spans 

British America. 

The estimated cost of its construction is 
$28,685,000, and Chicago capitalists already 
represent $5,000,000 of this sum. 

T telegraphed Premier Davie at Ottawa, 
Canada, today.“ said Mr. Croft, and he will 
be in Chicago Tuesday or Wednesday of next 
week. Since coming I have had a conference 
with Frank Bateman and others interested in 
the project, and on the Premier’s arrival the 
deal will formally be negotiated. 

Some time since the British Pacific Con- 
struet on company was incorporated at Vic- 
toria with a capital stock of $5,000,000, and 
most of stock is held by Chicagoans. This 
company was organized to construct the road, 
and work on it will probably commence next 
month. The surveys have been made. 

“The climate of the country the road will 
open up is as tractable and balmy as it is in 
this latitude. This is due to the chinook 
winds and Japan current. When the road is 
completed thousands of square miles of the 
best of agricultural, grazing, and timber 
lands will be ready for settlement. Mineral 
lands of richest deposit will also be ready for 
reducing and operation. Douglas fir. or Ore- 
gon pine, grows there to a wonderful height. 
This timber is very valuable for shipbuilding. 
My word for it, I have seen Douglas fir trees 
in that country 100 feet higher than the Ma- 
sunic Temple Building of this city. é 

Halibut, cod, in short all deep sea fishes, 
could be put on this market at 34¢ cents per 
pound, and at a good profit. The price of 
luinber would reduce, and all business rela- 
tions between our countries and cities would 
become reciprocal in the broadest sense. 

In this city Frank Bateman is the trustee. 
Power has been given to him to transact any 
business that may affect the interests of the 
com pany. 

»The road will be built from Victoria to 
Seymour Narrows on Vancouver’s Island, 
and from Bute Inlet, on the mainland, through 
the Chicotin, Cariboo, and Peace River coun- 
tries to the Yellow Head Pass—a distance of 
1,045 miles. 

Ine estimated cost will be offset by the 
sale of 18,940,000 acres of land at an average 
of $2.27 an acre, which aggregates $43,122,500. 

To this may be added the subsidy of the 
Dominion Government, 1,045 miles at $3,200 
a mile. This added to the product of the land 
sale gives the total assets $46,466,500. Further- 
more the provincial government has guar- 
anteed from $6,000,000 to $10,000,000 on the 
sale ot bonds. Victoria guarantees dividends 
on $2,000,000 of stock and donates the company 
land and terminals worth $1,000,000 more. 

To show the interest the Dominion Gov- 

ernment has taken in the enterprise, I will 
state that it surveyed over 500 miles of the 
route free of cost.

The official leaders of 
the party see it plainly enough and their atti- 
tude toward it is similarto that taken by the 
Republicans toward abolitionism in the begin- 
ning. They are a little afraid of it.”

Chicago 
was overwhelmed with a vast concourse of peo- 
ple, whose numbers were beyond the conception 
of any one other than ‘an eye-witness to their 
presence, and she did nobly in providing for their 
comfort and welfare.

Banks.

igan and spoke at Benton 1 for his party 
and platform and to aid Mr. Taple, who is nomi- 
nally the candidate for Congress of Mr. Springer's 

arty. 

1 Mr. Laple is a Populist of the most pronounced 
type. The subtreasury scheme: Unlimited coin- 
age of silver, ownership by the government of 
railroads, telegraphs, etc., etc.. are the themes on 
which he rapturously dwells. But of all heis 
most emphatic and vicious on the damnableness 
of the national banks. They should be wiped out 
and State banks take their place. He is a Demo- 
crat only in an accommodated sense; he was 
adopted by the Democrats after.the Alliance peo- 
ple nominated him. 

Mr. Springer took kindly to Mr. Yaple’s vigor- 
ous denunciation of the terrible monopoly en- 
joyed by the national banks and on this radical 
pronouncement. It is taken from page 3 of the 
Detroit Free-Press of the issue of Oct. 19, report- 
ing his speech: 

The tax on the circulation of State banks was not 
imposed for the purpose of raising a revenue to sup- 
port the government, but was for the purpose of 
suppressing the notes issued bv the State banks in 
order to give national banks a monopoly of issuing 
paper money. Congress has no more right to impose 
a tax upan the notes of State banks in order to sup- 
press then than it has to impose a tax upon the de- 

osits and discounts of State and 3 banks in 
Codec to suppress such banks entirely. 

If Congress can rightfally and constitutionally 
exercise such a power it could also impose sucha 
tax upon the rents of land as to make lands worthless 
as investments. However desirable such a policy 
might be regarded by some people, it would bea 
most dangerous and unwarrantable exercise of the 
taxing power of the General Government. The pro- 
hibitory taxon circulating notes of State banks is 
without any warrant in the Constitution J. and the 
courts would undoubtedly eo hold if a test case were 


brought before them [7]. Such a tax violates the 
principle of uniformity. which the Constitution re- 


quires in the levying of all taxes. 

Two questions are suggested—First: As the 
guestion is so obvious would it not be the im- 
perative duty of Mr. Cleveland to sign a bill to 
repeal the tax on State bank circulation? Would 
Mr. Springer advise him to hesitate so long as the 
constitutionality is allone way? Second: What 
courts did Mr. Springer have in mind to decide 
his test case? He assumed his hearers would not 
learn that he was fooling them by his implied 
contention that no court bad yet decided the 

uestion. Good for his audience. But it won't 
— to assume that so profound a constitutional 
lawyer did not know better. Chief-Justice Chase, 
the year after he was Democratic candidate for 
President in 1868, in the case of Veazie Bank vs. 
Fennor, 8 Wallace Reports, 533, in a test case, de- 
fended and atlirmed this very legislation by a de- 
cisiun of the Supreme Court of the United States 
written by him. I conclude that Mr. Springer 
must then mean that the State Supreme Gourts 
shall come to the rescue; they shall overrule this 
decision and decide test cases which shall re- 
deem the people from the awful thraldom of the 
nations bank monopoly. To the ordinary ob- 
server this is somewhat startling. But when the 
line and plummet are laid to the Constitution by 
such eminent Johns in the wilderness as Mr. 
Springer and Mr. Cleveland what can ordinary 
mortals say? . 

Doesn't it seem as if the shinplaster was bound 
to come if Cleveland and Democrats get there?

IS STILL UNSETTLED. 


DRAINAGE TRUSTEES FAIL TO FIX 
THE OHANNEL’S SIZE. 


They Are Unable to Say Whether the 


Stretch Between Willow Springs and 


Summit Shall Be of 600,000 or 300,000 
Cubic Feet Capacity—Two Reports Pre- 
sented, Neither of Which Is Adopted— 
What Various Members Urged in Sup- 
porting Their Positions on the Subiect. 


The Drainage Board, after a discussion last- 
ing two hours, was unable yesterday to decide 
whether the channel between Willow Springs 
and Summit should be 600,000 cubic feet ca- 
pacity or but 300,000, and the question was re- 
ferred back to the Joint Committee on Engi- 
neering and Finance for further consideration. 
The committee furnished two reports on the 
question—a majority report, signed by Messrs. 
Cooley, Russell, and Altpeter, and a minority 
report from Messrs. Eckhart and Boldeuweck. 


The majority report favored a 600,000 capac- 


ity channel on the ground that the law would 
ultimately require it, as the rocky stratum did 
not, in fact, end until Summit was reached, 
and fox the further reason that the added cost 
of a double capacity channel would be but 25 
per cent. 

The recommendations of the minority re- 
port were in keeping with the opinion of the 
attorneys of the board and were that the 
larger channel should be constructed for a 
mile at Willow Springs and a mile at Sum- 
mit, and that for four miles between the two 
places the smaller channel should be dug. The 
reasons given were that the law does not now 
require the large channel; that the sanitary 
necegsities do not demand it; and that the re- 
sources of the district will not permit it. 

Mr. Eckhart made the principal argument 
for the channel of varying size. The work 
now under contract by the board, he said, in 
connection with that necessary to complete 
the channel, would absorb every dollar of the 
board’s money, and they might as well save 
the interest on $700,000, the difference in cost 
between the two channels. The large channel, 
he said, could not benefit the district in any 
way. The progressive development of the 
four miles of smaller channel, if enlargement 
became necessary, he was certain would cost 
less than the $700,000, estimated by the engi- 
neer as the amount of greater cost of the 
large channel. Asfar as the population of 
the district was concerned the census would 
not be taken until 1900 and upon the basis of 
population as given by the census of 1890 the 
— channel would be sufficient for some 

ime, 

Mr. Prendergast thought both reports were 
wrong and that there was no need to make a 
larger channel than one of 300,000 teet ca- 
pacity. President Wenter made no further 
argument for the larger. channel than that 
temporary relief demanded it and that the 
minority by endeavoring to reducé expendi- 
ture with the smaller channel was making 
necessary alarge outlay for the control of 
flood waters in the Skokie region. Mr. 
Cooley presented a roseate view of the re- 
sources of the district, saying when the chan- 
nel was completed to Bridgeport there would 
yet be $3,000,000 in the treasury. He con- 
tended that the population of the district al- 
ready demanded the larger channel. and that 
when the census of 1900 was taken the board 
would find it had been violating the law for 
some years and had rendered itself liable to 
an injunction against the canal for carrying 
sewage. 

The minority report was first voted upon 
and lost, only Messrs. Eckhart, Boldenweck, 
and Prendergast voting for it. There were 
four votes for the majority réport, Messrs. 
Cooley, Wenter, Altpeter, and. Russell, but it 
was declared lost, us it had not received the 
five votes required for the expenditure of 
money. 

Contracts for the construction of three 
miles of the channel in question will be 
awarded to Ricker, Lee & Co. of Gaiveston, 
Tex., the lowest bidders, as soon as the board 
can decide on the size of the channel. It was 
decided vo readvertise for the other three 
miles, as the figures of McArthur Bros., the 
lowest bidders, arc considered too high. The 
sections awarded to Ricker, Lee & Co. are ex- 
pected to afford Chicago temporary relief 
from sewage pollution of its water supply. 

The Committee on Health and Public Order 
has been besieged by physicians who wish to 
establish hospitals for the use of the men who 
are at work.upon the big ditch. The commit- 
tee will hold a meeting soon to consider the 
matter in detail. 


Why There Js No Steam Heat. 

The County Board is having considerable 
trouble in putting in the boilers for heating the 
new Criminal Court building. When the contract 
was let the time of the completion of the work 
could not be detinitely settled, as the board could 
pot tell at what time Contractor Moses, who is 
putting up the building, would uave the basement 
inclosed. The boilercontract was let early enough 
so that it was thought tne first floor would be fin- 
ished. But Contractor Moses met with an unex- 
pected obstacle in removing the massive founda- 
tions of the old Criminal Court and the basement 
is not now inclosed, though Mr. Moses’ contract 
requires him to have the roof on the whole struct- 
ure Nov. I. The board’s expectations that the 
temporary court rooms in the old Detenuon Hos- 
pital would be heated by these boilers has gone 
amiss. 


Will Discuss the Milk Ordinance. 

A meeting of the Council Judiciary committee 
has been called for Saturday afternoon. Consid- 
eration of the milk ordinance will be the order of 
business. Slop and vinegar dealers will be given 
a hearing and an attempt will be made to report 
the measure to the Council Monday night. Ald. 
Ernst said yesterday that while he favored any 
means that would insure purity of the milk sup- 
ply he thought the creation of a new bureau of 
City Government was questionable. Ald. Tripp’s 
support of the measure is said to be subject to 
about the same qualification. Ald. Sexton thinks 
reason should be shown why existing ordinances 
are not enforced. 


FEDERAL SUPERVISION OF ELECTIONS, 


How Cleveland Asserted.the Control Which 
He and His Party Now Declare Odious,

take general charge and direction of the execu- 
tion of the statutes of the United States touching 
the appointments of Supervisors of Elections and 
Speciai Deputy Marshals and the performance of 
their duties and their compensation, so far as 
these subjects are by the Constitution and laws 
under the supervision and control of the Executive 
branch of the government.

DEPARTMENT OF JusTICE, WASHINGTON, D. C., 
Oct. 15, 1886.—Sir: In pursuance of a letter of the 
5th inst. trom the President, directing the At- 
torney-General to take charge of the “ appoint- 
ment of special Deputy Marshals, the performance 
of their duties, and their compensations, to- 
gether with the compensation of Supervisors,” at 
the Congressional election next November, your 
attention is directed to the provisions of Titles 24 
and 26, Chapt. 7, Title 70, of the Revised Statutes. 
Under Sees. 2.022 and 2,024, R. S., you have power 
to keep the peace, protect Supervisors, preserve 
order, prevent frauds, and enforce the law in 
towns of 20,000 inhabitants and upward, 

You should make yourself familiar with the 
statutes referred to, and see that they are under- 
stood by your deputies, who should be discreet 
men impressed with the importance of an honest 
franchise. The manper of discharging these 
duties by yourself and your deputies is largely 
left to your discretion. In matters involving 
questions of law you are directed to consult the 
attorney of the United States for your district for 
needed information and advice, It is assumed 
that the duties can be performed without infring- 
ing upon the rights of any citizen in a manner 
that shall be firm and at the same time free from 
an unnecessary display of authority. 

It is not expected that Supervisors and Deputy 
Marshals will receive compensation for more 
than five days’ service, and they should be so in- 
formed. Within this time all can be done, it 1s 
thought, that ought to be. You need vigilant 
men who are conscientious workers, and no 
others. Before payment each Deputy and Super- 
visor will present to you his commission, oath and 
padge of offiee, with an affidavit that he is the 

rson to whom the commission was issued, that 
— performed the days service as charged, which 
will be annexed by you to the pay-roll as vouchers 
for its adjustment. The same facts should also 
be known to you through otber means. Upon 

aymeht being completed these accounts should 
— approved by the court and forwarded to this 
department for action under the executive order 
mentioned.

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READING'S NEW GRAB. 


BOSTON AND MAINE SYSTEM AB- 
SORBED BY THE COAL MONOPOLY, 


President McLeod of the Reading Becomes 
the President of the New England Sys- 
tem—Claim Made That the Deal Will 
Benefit the Boston and Maine—The Buf- 
falo Railroads in Danger of Losing Land 
They Now Occupy—Big Four Earnings— 
Other Railroad News, 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 26.— Parties largely in- 
terested in the Boston and Maine and Phila- 
deiphia and Reading railroads: have made a 
friendly alliance. This explains the surpris- 
ing activity and sharp advance in the market 
price of Boston and Maine stock the last fort- 
night. Vanderbilt interests were not the pur- 
chasers, as currently believed, but President 
McLeod of the Reading has friends and asso- 
ciates and it is known that they have acquired 
large blocks of the stuck. This resulted today 
in the resignation of William T. Hart, a di- 
rector of the Boston and Maine. The vacancy 
was filled by the election of A. A.. McLeod, 
President of the Philadelphia and Reading 
railroad. President Frank Jones of the Bos- 
ton and Maine tenaered his resignation and 
Mr. MeLeod was unanimously elected to the 
Presidency of that corporation. The position 
of: Chairman of the Board of Directors was 
created and Mr. Jones was chosen as that offi- 
cial, being charged with the executive man- 
agement of the Boston and Maire system, as 
heretofore. He was also chosen Vice-Presi- 
dent. 

The Reading road and allied lines will dis- 
tribute its enormous merchandise and coal 
traffic into New England over the Boston and 
Maine system. For some time minor details 
of che new relationship have been under con- 
sideration; but they were not fully formulat- 
ed until last Monday, when President McLeod 
met representatives ot the Boston and Maine 
in New York and matters were brought toa 
satisfactory conclusion. On being asked the 
significance of the alliance President McLeod 


‘paid: 

“While the Boston and Maine system has, 
in recent years, made great progress in ton- 
nage and revenue and has become the great- 
est railroad system in New England, yet it has 
remained isolated, comparatively 2 
from many sections of the country. It is well 
known that the manufacturing industries on 
its lines are more numerous and exceed in out- 
put and value those of any system in 
the country, and if they are 8 
continue to expand they must extend and en- 
large their markets. On the other hand the 
network of railroads controlled by tne Read- 
ing eovers one of the mest populous regions 
of the country and would consume, if the New 
England industries had access to them, prob- 
Ably a greater proportion than any other sec- 
tion in the United States. The relations will 
be much of the nature of those existing be- 
tween the Boston and Maine and the Canadian 
Pacitic which has proved so advantageous to 
both companies. The alliance will greatly 
add to the passenger traffic of the Boston and 
Maine and will command a vastly increased 
proportion of the travel between the southern 

rtions of the country and the coast and

TWO MILLION DOLLARS INVOLVED. 

Railroads at Buffalo Liable to Lose Land 
They New Occupy. 

Burraxo, N. I., Oct. 25.—The trial of an 
im portant railroad suit will be begun tomor- 
row in the Supreme Court in this city. It in- 
volves something over $2,000,000 worth of real 
estate now occupied by railroads and the land 
on both sides of the river on which rests the 
international bridge, over which the Grand 
Trunk railway passes into Canada. If the suit 
is won by the plaintiffs it will entirely sever 
Canada’s direct railroad connection with the 
- United States. It will also cost the City of Buf- 
falo many thousands of dollars and cause the 
Delaware, Lackaa anna and Western railroad 
to change its route entirely. 

The suit is brought by Peter A. Porter in- 
dividually and as executor of the estate of 
Josephine M. Porter and a number of rela- 
tives. The Porters are the magnates of 
Niagara Falls. On the summons and com- 
plaint which were received today the plaintiffs 
name as defendants the International Bridge 
company, the Grand Trunk railway of 
Canada, the City of Buffalo, Benjamin Flag- 
ler, Albert G. and Edward N. Hatch, and the 
Delaware, Vuackawanna and Western railway 
company. Flagier and the Hatches are trus- 
tees for some of the Porter heirs. 

The complaint alleges that in 1874 the rail- 
roads occupied -land which did not belong to 
them and have refused to vacate. The prop- 
erty described is some of the most valuable 
real estate in Buffalo and is in the heart of the 
city’s western railroad district. An mjunction 
is demanded, restraining the railroads from 
operating on the land until the suit is settled. 


Won't Save Expense to Shippers. 

E. B. Stahlman, Commissioner of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association, annources 
that the fellowing resolution was adopted at the 
last session of the Rate committee: That the 
allowing of consignments to be made to agents of 
railroads within this association, either arising at 
points within or without its boundaries, for dis- 
tribution among several consignees, either at 
points to which consigned or beyond, to save ex- 
pense to the shippers and imposing an expense 
upon the railway companies, is neither consistent 
with proper methods nor economic practices, and 
will not allowed. That this rule shall be so 
construed as to prohibit the billing of car-load 
shipments at car-load rates to one consignee, 
coupled with instructions or requests in any man- 
ner communicated to railroad agents to dis- 
tribute the contents among various parties, and 

that receiving agents at destination of freight so 
billed will refuse to make such deliveries except 
upon correction of ee -bill showing each con- 
signee, the charges to whom will be extended at 
less than car-load rate.’

QUOTATIONS FOR STREET RAILWAY 
STOOKS AGAIN DROPPED SHARPLY. 


Heavy Tone to the Whole Market with 
the Exception of Street’s Stable Car 
Stock—Specalative Grain Markets Ir- 


regular and Moderately Active—Hog 


Product Depressed by Large Receipts— 
Prices in the South Water Street Mar- 


kets. 

The break of Tuesday was followed by a still 
sharper break yesterday in West Side stock. The 
market opened at 216 and slid «ff a point ata 
time until 200% was touched. From that there 
was a reaction and the market closed at 212K. 
with the feeling much improved over what it had 
been earlier in the day. 

The significant lesson that the recent movement 
in West Side stock has taught is that the public 
is not going to buy that stock while the price is 
in the neighborhood of 220 unless there is a de- 
cided change in sentiment. The stock was nut to 
220 by main force. It reached there at a 
time when the conditions surrounding the 
market were of the most favorable char- 
acter possible and it was maintained 
there long enough to give the public ample 
opportunity to come in asa buyer. The public 
did not come. Not only was there a failure to 
market the stock, but there was quite liberal real- 
izing on long stock, and the merket broke of its 
own weight. All of this does not goto say that 
prices may not again be advanced to 220 or 250, or 
possibly to the long talked of point of 250. It is 
without question within the power of the large 
traders who contro! the situation to make a fur- 
ther material advance in quotationsif they de- 
sire to do so at the expense of continued accumu- 
lation of stock. Butif quotations do go up they 
will go because they are lifted by main strength. 
The publie will not come in as an enthusiastic 
buyer until the reason for the investment purchases 
at present oe becomes more apparent. Such 
a view as this is by no means inconsistent with a 
recognition to the-fullest extent of the favorable 
influences affecting this property. Those iuflu- 


‘ences are perhaps more favorable than can 


credited to any other security actively traded in. 
Daily earnings are showing enormous increases 
and still more endrmous increases are in 
store for the future. Great as these gains 
in earnings are certain to be. however, there must 
still be a point where all such advantages in the 
situation are fully discounted in the mar- 
ket quotations. At present quotations West 
Side stock is paying to the investor 3% 
per cent. An ordinarily safe investment 
stock, without any hopes of future increase in- 
corporated i in the market quotation, would cer- 
tainly not sell above a5 per cent basis. We may 
say, therefore, that in the present price of West 
Side stock there are 70 points that represent solely 
a discounted future. Tf tha that feature were not 
represented in the market quotations and prices 
were based solely onthe past dividend rate the 
stock would on a5 per cent basis sell at 140. In- 
vestors should certainly recognize at its full value 
what this prospect of future gain is. The ques- 
tion for them to consider is whether that pros- 
pect is fully discounted when 70 points have been 
added to market quotations to represent it. If it 
has not there is room forthe stock to advance 
still further. If it has. a further advance will be 
the result only of forced manipulation and will 
— Bove the codperation of a shrewd investing 
public. 

North Side stock was rather heavy, but not 
not nearly so heavy as West Side. The difference 
continued to be unduly wide between the quota- 
tions for the first and second accounts. ‘There 
was some trading in City railway in fractional 
lots, most of the transactions being at 440. 

The only strong security on the list was Street's 
Stable Car stock. The strength was the result of 
some bear scrambling and prices were run up to 
30 for regular stock and 34 for the second ac- 
count. here was no news affecting the situa- 
tion and the fluctuation of quotations was prob- 
rand entirely the result of the covering of short 
sales. 

The brewery stocks continued barely steady; 
yesterday's quotations represented fractionai de- 
clines, Other securities on the list were practic- 
ally unchanged. The average course of the mar- 
ket 1s indicated by a comparison of settling 
prices; the average settling price of the sixteen 
stocks traded in for the account yesterday was 
8344 for the first account, against 894, Tuesday, 
and 80'¢ for the second account, against 89 
Tuesday,

New York, Oct. 26. ~{Special. I Everybody in 
Wall street was told last night in a whisper, and 
with strict injunction not to tell it to anybody 
else, that the New England deal would be an- 
nounced today. If the manipniators of the deal 
thought by this procedure to arouse speculative 
enthusiasm they were Geagnosstes. New En- 
giand stock, after the usual sudden advance at 
the opening, sold steadily down all day. It do- 
clined somewhat after the news of Mr. McLeod’s 
election to the Boston and Maine Presidency, 
which acted tostimulate even Reading. The rest of 
the list had the aid of holding aloof from any New 
England market. but tended to decline. Even the 
Industriais show a timorous air. The market was 
dull at the close, but, all things considered, prices 
were fairly well held. In 1891 the rush of wheat at 
this season to the nine great interior markets was 
without precedent in commercial history.

Nearly 
twice as many bust.els of oats were brought to the 
market last week as in the same week a year ago.

bu. against 128.000,000 in 1891 and 82.800, 
000 in 1890, Yet even in 1801 there was a car fam. 
ine. It Is hardly to be wondered at that several 
thousand grain cars are side tracked west of Chi- 
cago for lack of motive power, that storage room 
is barely to be had at any i distribut- 
ing center, and railroads and steamshipe 
from the farming country are both refus- 
ing all further grain contracts for immediate deliv- 
ery. The great rush of traffic really began in Sep- 
tember and was later than last year’s because of the 
delayed maturity of the present corn and wheat 
crops. This explains the relatively small gains in 
the August net earnings. Moreover, rate cutting 
was prevalent at the close of this summer. and all 
reporte agreed that the operating expense accounts 
were unusually burdened by outlay for new equip- 
ments and improvement. Yet it will be found that 
with the granger roads August net earnings average 
an increase of more than 10 per cent.

WHAT TRADE GOSSIPS WERE SAYING, 


Interesting Bits of Information Picked Up 
on the Floor of the Exchange. 

Leading speculative markets were moderately 
active yesterday and irregular in action. The 
Signal Service map showed clear, cool weather 
through the west and promised no material 
change from prevailing conditions, The weather 
in England was frosty. 

Estimated receipts for today: Wheat, 420 cars: 
corn, 450 cars; oats, 215 cars; and 90.000 hogs. 

New York reported the working of 160,000 bu 
wheat there yesterday for export. 

While December wheat went off the May was 
well supported and speculators are getting 
around to look upon it as good property. 

The Trade Bulietin says the export clearances 
of wheat and flour during three days this week 
were 645.000, bu larger-of wheat and 10,000 bris 
larger of flour than tor the corresponuing days 
last wee 

Kansas City wired that husking through the 
corn country was developing a great deal of bad 
corn, There were a great many nubbins and 
ears were badly formed, with withered kernels, so 
that the meal promised to be very much below the 
estimates, 

Among the sellers of January rk were the 
Anglo-American, Raymond, Eggleston, Geddes- 
Kirkwood, Logan. and the scalpers. loson 
was a prominent seller of ribs, Hately, Helm- 
hoiz, and Geddes-Kirkwood were sellers of lard, 
while Chapin-Edwards and the Anglo-American 
were the leading buyers. 

The Northwest — St. Louis wers sellers of 
wheat all through the morning through Logan, 
Kennett-Kopkins, Milmine-Bodman, and some 
other of the private wire houses. Selling by 
Nash-Wright, — and Weare started the 
break in December wheat, and at the close the 
difference between May and December had 
widened from 5%c to 5%c. 

A receiver sold two cars of barley by sample, the 
first at 53c and the second at 3c. When inspected 
the first graded No. 4, while the other car, which 
was decidedly inferior in actual merit, went No. 
3. Traders pay little attention to the nominal 
grading of barley placed upon the sample tables, 
asthe quality of each grade covers such a wide 
range, as illustrated here. 

There was a sbarp decline of 2@3c in rye with- 
out the trade, as a rule. realizing it. eceipts 
are a little larger than earlier in the crop year 
and local stocks are slowly increasing. In the 
absence of ary adequate — operators who 
entered the market yesterday as sellers readily 
crowded down the price, December Fug off 3c, 
to 50c.
